DOMINION PARLIAMENT. 


DR. TUPPER’S SPEECH 


ON THE FINANCES AND INTERCO. 
LONIAL MANAGEM T, ON THE 
25TH FRERUARY, 1872 


Dr, Torren called the attontion of the 
House to the reply which thé hon. Minister 
of Finance had a to the figures contained 
in his (Dr, ‘Tupper's) spocch. ‘Tho. Minister 
of Finance stated that thero was a depression 
of trade in Canada ‘himself’; ho) had farthdr 
Practically admitted) the;truth of his (Dr. 
Tupper’s) statement, in wo far as ho had ad- 
mitted that'a falling off in tho imports had 
taken place, Mhiwfallime off hadoamonsted 


to in all about $1,500,000. The point on 
which tho dispute had mainly rested was re- 
specting the alleged deficit for the financial 


year ending July, 1874. Although tho Fi 

nanceMinistor had last your asserted that thore 
would boa deficit, he withdrew from 
that position. It waa in fact admitted by the 
Minister of Finance, that if the Public Ac- 
counts had been properly made up to July, 
1874, instoad of a deficit there would have 
been a surplus wmounting to § 2,210. He 
had stated on a former occasion in this House 
that the hon. gentleman had adopted a now 
mode to make up accounts so as to show a de- 
crease in expenditure and an- ineroase in ro- 
coipt, Ho so far forgot himself, and what 
was due to his position, as to shelter himself 
under the statement made by Mr, Thomas 
White at the Dominion Board of ‘Trade, but 
that statement was based on the figures pub- 
lished by the Finance Minister himself in the 
official (azette to mislead the House and the 
country, figures for which the hon. gentleman 
was immediately and directly responsible ; 
and yet, on tho statement of Mr, White, the 
hon. gentloman is justified in announcing to 


now 


the country that there was a deficit, He 
next triod to shelter himself under Mr, 
Tilley's statement that the Government 


might have to resort to increased taxation. 
Mr Tilloy did not state there was to be a de- 
ficit, although the statement he did make was 
made long ore it was to be verified. That 
hon. gentloman, in submitting his estimates, 
gave « statement of the public affairs, and 
stated that they would require thirty millions 
of dollars for the completion of the Cahal sys- 
tem and thirty more for the Canadian Pacific 
Railway bonus, He further stated the ques- 
tion rose, How was tho Government to ob- 
tain the means to pay for this inc <l ex- 
penditure The Government would probably 
have to ask the House for increased taxation 
and he would not be surprised if the Govern- 
ment announced to the House that such was 
their intention ; but, after looking into the 
matter, they camo to the conclusion that it 
was neither wise nor necessary to impose any 
additional taxation. Further, he said, as if 
that were not enough, the Government have 
concluded'to make no present chango, inas- 
much as they beliove they will haveamply suf- 
ficient to meet the requirements of the coun- 
try, the means at our disposal being ample 
for public service. As surely as he (Dr. Tup- 
per) had said here last year there would be a 
surplus of $600,000 at the end of the financial 
year, so surely could he tell the hon, Finance 
Minister that, with all the proposed expendi- 
ture, he would havea surplus on the 1st of 
July of threo millions—(hear, hear, and ap- 
plauso)—and it would puzzle him to reduce 
that surplus. (Cheers.) With a decreased im- 
port, atthe end of the firatsix months he had got 
withinlessthan $500,000of hisincreased taxes, 
There was a feature connested with this 
increase of threo millions that ought to be 
gratifying to every man in this country. It 
was the fact that three millions—more than 
three millions of dollars, if they could judge 
by what had boen collected already—had been 
taken from the pockets of the peoply under 
increased taxation by the hon. nance Min- 
istor for tho Public Treasury, and’ ho was 
doubtful if the people would have known it 
if he (Dr, Tupper) had not called attention to 
it. And yettho lon. Finance Minister would 
throw a doubt on the capacity of the country 
to undertake great public works. In the 

en years during which ho had assisted in ad- 
ministering the public affairs of the country, 
a period that would be memorablo in tho his- 
tory of the Dominion, the statement would 
show thoy had provided liberally for the pub- 
vico, and were able to expend in capital 
nditure for the seven years out of current 
revenue the sum of $13,430,208. Ho next 
proceeded to deal with the loan which Mr. 
Cartwright had negotiated, gnd explained, as 
ho had done before, that the country had lost 
by the transaction two millions of dollars in 


| consequence of the bonds having been sold for 


less than their value ; and ho showed how the 
Globe had tacitly admitted the truth of this 
by its silence on the question after the trans- 
action had been exposed. ‘Thé time had come 
when the country expected something more 
from the Party in power to show their ability 
to govern the country than their reiteration 
of the worn-out Pacific Scandal, and oven on 
that he was prepared to mect any gentloman 
in this House to discuss everything in relation 
to that transaction. (Opposition cheers), He 
would refer to the allusion of tho hon. Finance 
‘upper’s) connection with 
the Nova Scotia and New Brunswick Rail- 
ways. That Wasa challenge which ho was 
prepared to accept to tho fulleat possible ex- 
tent. If there wasa man in this country whom 
the Government could not afford to send on 
such a mission that man was Mr, C.J, Brydges, 
It was painful for him to say anything that 


was calculated to hurt any man's feelings, 
but more so when it was ofany person who 
was not present to defend himself; but, aa 


ho had able champions, ho (Dr. Tupper) was 
bound in the interests of the country to al-

to listen to. Who was Mr. Brydges ? ‘Thoro 
was not a gentloman in this country who thia 
Government could not have better afforded 
to employ withoutloas of public character, 
for he had boon denounced for yoars by the 
Reform Party and their organ a8 an utterly | 
unqualified porson for tho managemont of a 


ra lway—a man Whose integrity could not be 
relied on—a man whom they charged with 
being engaged iv overy corrupt job that was 


impovorishing tho Grand Trunk Railway 
Company, thon under his control—a man who 
was 60 incompotent for his office that the 


Globe had to koop » special column in which

They had 
gone on making large exponditures, laying 
stcol rails, etc., until they had brought the 
road into a condition that Mr. Brydges after 
Rong over it, and inspecting every nook and 
corner, had to report to the Government that 
all that was required for new works would be 
an expenditure of about $10,000. The Finance 
Ministor had asked the House to believe that 
Mr. Brydges found the road ina very bad 
condition. Mr, Brydges, however, before the 
face of facts,was compelled to give a favora- 
ble account of the road. Anxious as he was 
to do the ‘contrary, he was compelled to re- 
port to the G nment that he found this 
road, its rolling stock, and ita buildings in a 
most favorable condition. If any person 
doubted this, he would draw their ‘attention 
to Mr. Brydges’ own report. He would first 
turn to page 17 of the report, which dealt 
with the question as to what new works 
were required, Horo it was stated that al- 
most everywhere sufficient accommodation 
was afforded along the line. Mr. Brydges 
thought that an outlay of $15,000 along

A line with annual 
receipts to the amount of three-quarters of a 
million could not be shown to haye lost £500 
in three years in consequence of any laxity in 
its business arrangements. Such a business 
management as this could not have very much 
said against it. The staff ho found neither 
too large nor too small. His report further 
contained the statement that all the returns 
from the stations were sent regularly to the 
Audit Office and there examined, but there 
was want of system in tho examination of 
accounts at individual stations. On turning 
to Pago 12 the House would find Mr, Brydges 
saying that he had no reason to believe that 
there was anything wrong at any of the 
stations, He (Dr, Tupper) thought this was 
satisfactory.

Strange ox it may appear, Si 
the article so coveted (coal) is really the worst 
fuel that can bo employed for the purpo 
although through necossity, or through ignc 
anco of ita destructive effects on iron ores, it

Peat ia abundant in Canada, and in close 
proximity to the iron ore depe and when | 
properly utilized makes a very fine char ‘onl, 
much superior to charcoal made from wood. 
Peat charcoal is superior to coal on account 
of its froedom from sulphur, it gives a stronger 
and more uniform heat ; iron and steel manu 
factures aro greatly facilitated and cheapened 
by the use of peat. There is an economy of 
time, space, labor, wear and tear, and the 
quality of the article produced is largely im- 
proved, 


From tho report of a commission of French 
Engincera appointed by their Government to 
investigate the subject, I append the follow 

ing facts, which will throw more light on the | 
subject 

At the iron work of Ichoux in the Depart 
ment of the Landes, turf alone is consumed. 
‘The cost is about 8s. ($2) per ton. Forty-fi 

per cont. of turf and 23 ewt. of pig iron give 
ono ton of puddled iron. ‘Twenty-nix cubic 
feet of turf and 25 cwt. pig iron yield 20 cwt. 
of bar iron of superior quality. Mr, Muller, 
of Wadenhammer, a manufacturer of leading 
notoriety, has proved by actual working test 
that an equal quantity of turf charcoal used 
in place of wood charcoal, produces a greater 
quantity of metal from the ore than the best 
wood charcoal, 
At Wachter, Newhammer, it was found 
that when oqual parts of turf charcoal and 
wood charcoal commingled were used, in 
place of wood charcoal ‘olely, the quantity of 
iron was raised from 386 Ibs, to 464 Iba., the 
quality being excellent. 
There are at Ransko, in Bohemia, iron 
works for smelting, cupolas for re-smelting 
pig, and verberating furnaces for making bar 
and plate iron, ‘The ore is but middling in 
uality. Tho fuel is turf and charcoal only, 
the turf being of light texture, and not in any 
way eapared or pressed. ‘The fuel consumed 
to make one ton of iron is about 34 owt. of | 
turf and 30 ewt. of charcoal ; the cost of the | 
first is loss than 9s., the latter about £1 4s., 

smelting, therefore, costs about £1 18s,, and 

the total cost of pig iron about £3 15s. per 

ton. ‘Tho quality of the iron is the highest. 

In Bavaria there are iron works similarly 
managed. One at Konigsbrunn carries on 
all the operations of fusing, puddling, re-heat- 
ing, and rolling. solely Cy" peat-fuol. ‘The | 
Commissioners state that the turf is not press- 
ed, but carefully dried by means of heat from | 
separate fires or-from tho furnaces. Berthier 
states the analysis of this turf to be :

30} cwt. of this turf to 224 ton of pig, pro- 
duces one ton of puddled iron. 

Thirty ewt. of dense turf to 244 owt. of 
puddled iron produces one ton of small bars 
of fine quality.

castings ; 30 owt, turt to 21 ewt. flat iron, one 
ton plates. 

By compressing peat its value as a fuel for 
metallurgic purposes is much increased ; and 
when compressed peat is carbonized, it gives a 
fine coherent:coke which contains yery little 
ash. When the coking is ere con: 
ductod, the peat yields about 30 per 
cent. of its weight in coke, and the density 
of this coke is greater than that of wood- 
chareoal, being found to range from 913 to 
1,040. ‘The iron furnaces of Voitumra give a 
still higher percentage of coke when the peat 
is cooked in small yeasels, The precise figures

The calorific effect of peat charcoal uncom- 
pressed is about the same as coal-coke, while 
that of compressed peat-charcoal is, as before 
mentioned, much greater, ‘The value of peat- 
charcoal, whether made from compressed or 
uncompressed peat, is evident, as is also the 
increased value of iron made by means of 
such fuel, and it is almost incredible that so 
valuable an article as peat should have re- 
mained so long well-nigh unomployed and un- 
noticed by our metal manufacturers, The 
neglect of peat as a fuel may have arisen 
partly from its bulky nature, and partly from 
the open or spongy nature of a great deal of 
the peat that is dried in the natural way, and 
which seemed to render it faye or, at 
any rate inconvenient to be used as fuel for 
smelting purposes. The compression or 80- 
lidification of peat was, formerly, a slow and 
expensive process, when applied to large 
quantities ; and, therefore, even though such 
an operation could be made effectual in ox- 
pressing the water from the peat, the exten- 
sive and costly plant once required to w ‘ork it 
on a scald sutficiently large to moderate de- 
mand, acted as a barrier to large operations. 

A recent issue of the Montreal Gazette no- 
tices the manufacture of blooms, in Canada, 
with peat fuel, ‘The product was declared to 
be of the very highest quality, and equal to 
the beat Swedish iron, In one experiment 
reported, seven parts of peat equalled twelve 
ports of coal, and produced better iron than 
the latter. 

‘Trials at Fishkill, N, Y., resulted in equal 
success, although inferior peat was used. 
sked how is peat charcoal madet 
same way as wood charcoal, the 
oat being first compressed and made perfect: 
iy solid, which can be done so cheaply as to 
produce the peat charcoal at a much lesa figure 
than it could be made from wood. 

L have for some years wondered at the ap- 
parent apathy of Canadian speculators in al- 
fowing the rich iron deposits to remain unde- 
veloped, as I know from actual inspection of 
a good many iron mines on this continent as 
well as in England and Wales, that the Can- 
adian ore is of a very superior quality, being 
much richer and purer than those in the States 
of Now York, New Jersey, Michigan or Lake 
Superior 

T have no doubt, and in fact experiment has 
proved that by the use of peat for smelting, 
iron-superior to either the English or Swedish 
can be produced

The people 
here might not consent to this, but we should 
go as far an possible in this direction. ‘The 
snake fences were the cause of much of the 
drifts, which would not be nearly so bad were 
straight fences used. He gave an instance of 
the difficulty of travel on our roads at the 
present time, and oxpressed belief

Errzots or tHe Lats Srorm.—Some 
striking effects of tho late snow storm in 
northern New York State are reported 
from Jefferson County.

FARM AND GARDEN. 


Mrrx.—At a meeting of milk producers 
in Massachsetts, some time since, a Mr. 
Wetherell stated that cows upon an average 
need forty-five pounds of hay per day, or | 
its equivalent, whilst giving milk; that 
aes cows producemore milk forthe amount 
of feed given than small ones ; that sc 
cows will give annually 1,400 qu: 
milk, whilst the Hosten and 10 other 
breeds will produce 4,000. All cows should 
be kept clean,as well as their surroundings. 
Tn producing winter milk, cows without 
grain will do nothing. 

Ontons.—To raise onions the ground 
should be thoroughly plowed, made very 
mellow, and rolled. It should be made rich 
with well-rotted, fine barn-yard manure, 
and wood ashes make a valuable additional 
fertilizer, Thirty-two horse loads pe 
would not be too much manure for 
crop. Five pounds of seeds per acre may 
be drilled in rows, nine inches apart, with 
4 light hand seed-drill. The ground must 
be kept very clean from weeds and mellow 
with the hoe, A hoe with a pronged blade 
is made specially forthis work. The onions 
ua be grown as close in the row as they 
will stand. They may be grown year after 
year upon thig'game ground, if pletity of 
manure is given given them, with increas 
ing profit. Onions take novinjury from 
freezing if they are kept frozen.

unfortunate ono; very few whales were bare of the Scriptures, the directors had 
pu 


caught by any of the vessels, but those 
monsters are determined to show that they 
are not quite exterminated, for lately no 
less than four separate whales have been 
found in the western part of the English 
Channel. One .was brought ashore near 
Teignmouth, one near Mavagissey, and 
two others were found near Falmouth. 
One measured sixty-five feet in length, and 
took several houra to tow two or three 
miles to the shore. He has been hacked 
to pieces, and although the Coast-guards 
authorities are said to have put in aclaim, 


jetsam, several poor fishermen are proba- 
ly the richer through tho sale of portions 
of this treasure trove. The Crown, under 
an old Act of Henry IL, is entitled to all 
“« wreck of the sea throughout tho realms, 
whales and great sturgeons,"' so that if this 
right is enforced in the present instance 
the value of these huge cetacea—probably 
‘200 each—will fall to the Crown. The 
question occurs, how did these whales man- 
age to drift so far away from their Homo? 
One of them, at least, is of a species never 
before met with in Cornwall, and hails 
from “‘Greenland’s icy mountains.” It is 
probable that the late intense frost had 
something to do with the simultaneous ap- 
pearance of these four visitors; and that 
the water in lower latitudes than usual 
having become unusually cold, they were 
tempted to go on an exploring expedition, 
not to, but from, the Arcticregions, When 
the thaw suddenly set in, and the water 
became too warm, they perished miserably.

“BENEFITS OF SMBELTING 
WORKS. 


The quostion has been so froquently 
asked of late, “ What benefit could wo 
expect to derive from the establishmont of 
smelting works ?”” that we havo taken tho 
pains to collate some facts with reference 
to this very important subject. From the 
Pittsburgh Iron World, of tho 18th ult, 
wo Joarn that Messrs, Bolekow & Vau- 
ghan, at Middlesborough, in the north of 
England, initiated the iron trade in that 
region twenty years ago. Thoy have a 
capital of $17,000,000, the amount of 
weekly wages and salarios is nearly $100,- 
000, and upwards of 12,000 men—equal to 
a population of 60,000—employed. They 
raiso every year about ono and half mil- 
lion tons of coal and noarly a million tons 
of iron ore from their own mines. They 
produce 250,000 tons of pig iron per year, 
of which they change 100,000 tons into 
~ rails, plates, and bars. | As their own ore 
threatens to give out soon if no other 
sources are found, thoy hate sectired the 
Bilboa mines in Spain, from which they 
now export immense 
best hematite ore,for the transportation of 
which they run a fleet of iron steamers of 
their own. They also manufacture all 
kinds of general machifiery, castings, firo 
brick, and rolling stock, while the number 
of waggons they employ in connection with 
the transportation of their-conl, ore, pig 
iron, and other products, is such as to ap- 
pear almost incredible. 

The Middlesborough Chamber of Gom- 
merce has learned that there are in the 
immediate vicinity of that town 85 blast 
furnaces. Tho production of pig iron dur; 
ing last year amounted to 1,119,251 tons, 
or considerably more than half that of tho

Other places in the same district have 
prospered amazingly—some of them haying 
been raised from the position of mere ham- 
lets by the establishment of iron works, 
within the past twenty years. We instance 
Barrow-in-Furness,Jarrow, the Hartlepoola 
Shields, Sunderland,Gatoshead, and could, 
if necessary, catalogue at least twenty other 
places in the North of England. As those 
largely populated towns have been raised 
from obscurity by the iron trade alone, and 
the industries which have followed in. its 
wake, why may not similar results follow 
here? The experiment is well worthy of 
trial, and we are fully able to afford liberal 
aid to enterprises which will bring about 
such a result. 

In Scotland, Glasgow, Greenock, Dum- 
barton, and in fact the whole Clyde district 
bear similar testimony, the great industry 
of that region giving émployment to many 
thousands of men, in mining, smelting, 
rolling plates and bary and ship building. 

Wales, Lancashire, Nottingham, York- 
shire, and Staffordshireafford-additional 
examples of the value of smelting works 
and iron manufacture, witness the fact that 
at Swansea, over half a million pounds 
sterling are employed in the trade and that

charterors to blamo for this} In the light 
of thé.ghustly funeral! pile, Which glared up- 
on thé Afrioan ocean they might appear to 
be, but we must judge tho matter apart 
from tho illumination afforded by that ill- 
fated ship. ‘Thoy shipped nothing forbid. 
don by the Passenger acts ; every emigrant 
yeasel putting to sea has taken a general 
cargo, of which somo portion was inflam- 
mablo ; and out of 1,100 ships which havo 
gone under tho survey of the Commission 
ors in much the same way only five, wo are 
triumphantly told by Captain Foster, have 
been lost, nono of them by fire. “‘ But oil 
on tho top of coal and spirits—wasn’t that 
a cargo for conflagration |’ Mr. Cohen ask- 
ed. ‘* Yes,” replied the stevedore, ‘it 
was, but such are the contents of nine- 
tenths of ocean going vessels.” 

And now for the second part of “the 
system’ revealed by the Cospatrick inquiry. 
Things being thus all prepared for a confla- 
gration—with perfect legality, perfect inno- 
cence, with good judgment even on the 
part of the stevedores as the court declares 
—what provision was there for the miser- 
able crew and passengers if, as happened, 
the ship took.fire? .. Captain Foster's testi- 
mony sufficiently explains this part of tho 
Molancholy business. He is tho’ chief emi- 
gration officer in the port of London, and 
he deposed as follows: ‘She carried six 
boats, and their cubic contents were rather 
in excess of the requirements of the Pas- 
senger Act. Ata rough guess he should 
judge that thay would aecommodaté aut 
one-third of the persons, carried, 6n bard 
thé ship.” In reply to other questions this 
official said ; ‘‘ More boats could not hayo 
been carried consistently with tho safety of 
the ship. The only way of carrying more 
boats would be to reduce the number of 
emigrants.” Answering Mr. Cohen, this 
witness testified; ‘‘a fire happening in a 
ship laden with light dry goods would 
spread almost as rapidly, and be as de 
structive as if she were laden with oils and 
spirits ; in case of fire in a wooden ship it 
was almost certain that two-thirds of the 
passengers must perish; under such cir- 
cumstances there would always “be a rush 
totho'boats.”’ We are thus in ya position 
to fru the matte it is explained offi- 
cially, All emigrant and; most passenger 
vossels aro legally filled with inflammable 
goods, which must be stowed without re- 
gard to fire, and the law. is content with 
provisions for a third of the lives on board, 
**in caso of a fire, it is almost certain that 
two-thirds must perish.”

By this timo the disconcerted public will 
be asking what can be done, and the right 
answer to that is, ‘‘Nothing unless the 
Legislature reforms the system.” As cus. 
tom, trade and the Passenger acts stand, 
we may have to record adozen such catas- 
trophes as that of the Cospatrick before this 
year is over. And the difficulties of the 

roblem are many and great. It is easy 
‘or example,toyaay that «the number of 
emigrants or passengers must be dfininished 
or that of the boats. increased, till eyery 
soulhas #Chance.when the ship is doomed 
and again, that no inflammable goods are to 
be carried along with emigrants and pas- 
sengers. But to enact this would be to in- 
crease ia re of passage to tho colonics so 
seriously that it might paralyze emigrants, 
while it would be ard to say what aka 
cargo can be stowed which, under certain 
circumstances, will not burn. Moreover 
there are other contingencies besides fire 
which shouldbe considered in connection 
With this awful loss’; collisions, fatal leaks, 
driving ashore, eyerwhelming in tompes- 
thous weather, explosion of engines or 
magazine may reduce aship to oxtromity 
4s complete as the Cospatrick’s, F 

In all these disasters the first and last 
point is the provision of ample means’ of 
temporary refuge for all on board. Neyer 
mind whether the chance be a good or bad 
one—eyery passenger or emigrant ought, to 
have it guaranteed by law to him; and if 
boats and rafts sufficient cannot be carried 
which we doubt, the number of souls put | 
on board must be diminished. That, is 
clearly the great moral of tha Cospatrick’s 

fate. “Her boats were rendered useless 
mainly because there were not enough of 
them ; if we want discipline, courage and 
calm, we mist givo a ship's company the 
certainty of a place for every man ‘when 
everyman has done his duty. Noxt to 
this imperative demand comes the undoubt- 
ed moral that emigrant ships “might and 
ought to take a cargo as little inflarimable 
a8 possible ; oil upoti coals, with spirits 
underneath and pitch and tar in the wings 
may be called a goneral cargo, and may bo 
perfoctly defonsible on the existing “ sys 
tem,” but emigrant yossols must be com 
peed, to obtain a somewhat less combuati- 
ble mixture.

THE 


Hon. Mr. Reap said in entering upon the 
discussion of the proponed Treaty with the 
United States, he would do so upon its mer- 
ita, a8 it affected the whole and no particular 
portion of the people. By the Treaty of Wash- 
ington lately entered into, it was arranged 
that for tho nso of the fisheries of this Domin- 
ion in common with our peoplo, the Ameri 
cans were to pay whatever annual value might 
be arrived at by arbitration over the valuc of 
the fisheries used by our people in tho waters 
of the United States. The time having ar- 
rived when it was incumbent upon us to enter 
upon the arbitration, it was thought by the 
Government a fitting opportunity to see if 
more liberal trade relations could not be en- 
tered into with our noighbours ; a consum- 
mation exceedingly desirable if we could do 
4o, upon terms of equality and reciprocity. 
Acting upon this idea the Government in- 
structed the Hon. Geo. Brown to undertake 
the task, which he entered upon with great 
vigor, and, continued the hon. gentleman, | 
am one who think the seloction a very unwise 
one, not on account of his lack of ability, or 
want of knowledge of the subject under con- 
sideration, but from his well known opinions, 
dogmatically expressed, as to what the true 
policy of the country should be. The first 
quostion to be asked is, aro the opinions held 
by the hon. gentleman in accord with the well 
understood opinions as expressed Ly the Par- 
liament of Canada? Tsay, emphatically, no, 
The well known opinions as lerstileee @x- 
pressed by Parliament are, incidental protec 
tion, meaning the taxing of such manufac- 
tures as come into competition with those 
which are natural to this country to pro- 
duce, leaving those that we aro not likely 
to manufacture, to come into the country 
free, thereby raising a revenue, principally by 
placing the taxes upon such articles as are not 
profitably manufactured in Canada, Now, I 
contend, if this treaty is carried ont it will 
place a largo number of manufacturers at a 
great disadvantage, as they will have to com- 
pote with England and all the rest of the 
world ; a position they are not at present pre- 
pared to take. Another question to be con- 
sidered is whether tho country is in a position 
to demand such a sacrifice from so large a 
proportion of our people? What is the po- 
sition of Canada’? Let us look at its state 
at thetimeofConfederation,andsince ; at the 
period of the repeal of the Reciprocity Treaty and 
now. The first year of Confederation our whole 
trade amounted to $130,000,000. Tho trade 
of last year amounted to $217,000,000, being 
an increase in five years of $87,000,000, Our 
revenue in 1868 was $13,468,000, and for the 
six months ending the 3st Dec., 1874, $13,- 
943,949 ; being nearly half a million more 
than the whole revenue six years ago. In 
further considering our pros’ eh we find in

minion is in the most prosperous condition it 
ever was, and, consequently, contentment 
reigns everywhere in our midst. If this state 
of things,can be improved, I will aid in any 
way in my power, but Iam not prepared to 
cad changes for the sake of changes. I must 
seo first that our position is to be bettered. 
What are we asked to give our neighbors 
for reciprocal trade relations with them 
in the natural products of both 
countries? We are to give them tho use of 
our invaluable fisheries, build canals and ma- 
torially injure our manufactures. Let us look 
at the value of our fisheries, the bost in the 
world. What has been the pride and glory 
of England but her strength on the ocean? 
How is that kept up but by her merchant 
marine? It is well fscwe that the man does 
not take to the sea; it is the boy. Look to 
tho British Navy for an illustration, and there 

‘ou will find that there is not in the whole 
British Navy an officer who entered the ser- 
vice after thirteen years of age; and I be- 
lieve the regulations are that they enter at an 
earlier age ; even tho Queen’s son, the Duke 
of Edinburgh, had to go through the samo 
ordeal, their education being finished on board 
aman of war, the chaplain generally acting 
as schoolmaster, Look at France and seo 
what efforts she makes to train seamen for her 
service ; at the present time she is giving 
bounties to the fishermen at the rate of ono 
dollar and eight cents per cwt, on all the fish 
caught on this continent by the fishermen, 
and overy year about twelve thousand fisher- 
men visit Newfoundland during tho fihibe 

Franon, by treaty, holds the smal 
, St. Pierre and Miquelon, and have 
the right to land amd erect fishing stations on 
the eastern coast of Newfoundland. So im- 
portant have these been considered by that 
country that every year they send out men- 
of-war to look after and protect as well as ad- 
judicate upon all matters in dispute that arise. 
Tho rights to fish in our waters have been 
coveted by the Americans over sinco tho 
Revolution, but after tho war of 1812, and 
at tho treaty made in 1818, their rights to 
fish in our wators wote cloarly defined, and 
whatever they may say to the contrary, and 
although they have at times been allowed to 
encroach, Great Britain has always and atill 
asserts her rights to exclude them altogether 
from fishing Closer than three miles from head 
land to headland, whereas the beat fishing is 
inside that line, So important did the Unit- 
ed States consider tho rights to fish in British 
American waters, that when Prince Edward 
Island was delaying entering into Confedera- | 
tion in 1868, Congress passed a resolution dir- 
ecting commissioners to be sent down to the 
Island, and moreover authorized a man-of- 
war to bo placed at their sorvice to carry out 
the resolution which was to offer them freo 
trade for their commodities in exchango for 
the rights of fishing in common with 
their people.

To which Mr. Galt replied ; “ We must 
pay them for their Property, but the amount 
will not be very large.’ 
Mr. Morrill then remarked : “You see we 
aro somewhat interested, for wo look upon it 
as if we might have to pay your debts some 
day.” To show further that this was their 
view, I will turn to another portion of the 
same report, where they were trying to ar- 
saris about the use of the canals in common, 
when 
Mr, Galt said ; ‘‘ We would not build these 
canals for our own trade alone. I think if 
might well be considered whether it woul 
not suit both parties to put this trade on a 
better footing. I am not authorized to make 
any eer eson looking to this end, bit my 
idea is that these waters might’ bo -utilized 
with advantage to both.” 
To which *Mr. Morrill replied : ‘‘ That, 
gentlemen, will have to b€ postponed until 
you assume your seats here.” Tf any further 
evidence is required, I would be prepared 
to show it, but) to my mind what have 
produced is sufficient, and I do not} for- 
ward with any hope for reciprocal tr Te- 
lations with the Bnited States until they 
have dispelled from their minds the idea 
that we will join with them if we cannot ob- 
tain it otherwise, hence I say it is folly to ap- 
proach them, especially when wo are in a 
prosperous condition. Weare not prepared 
to sell our birthright for a meas of pottage. I 
think I cannot better illustrate our folly than 
to quote from Washington's farewell address 
to his countrymen. ‘‘ Keep constantly in 
view,” said that statesman, ‘‘that it is folly 
in one nation to look for disinterested favoura 
from another, that it must pay with a portion 
of its independence for whatever it my ‘ace 
cept under that character, that by such ac- 
ceptance it may place itself in the condition 
of having giv en eqnivalenta for. pawinel dav 
re yet, of Worm, weoshed with ingrat- 
fend Hor hot giving more. There can be no 
greater error than to expect or calculate upon 
real favors from nation to nation. It is an 
illusion which experience must cure, which a 
just pride ought to discard.” This is _pro- 
cisely our experience with our neighbors. 
We gave them more than we got, and because 
we did not en masse agree with them in their 
troubles with the South, they undertook to 
punish us by withholding trade relations upon 
any equitable basis, The loss has been theirs 
not ours, — Since Confederation our pro- 
ess has bedn marvéellow and our pros- 
ee great, Our trade has increased from 
$115;008,000 to $217,000,000 ; our revenue, 
from $13,486,002 in 1868 to $23,046,384 in 
1874, and tho last half year of 1874 produced 
a revenue of half a million dollars oyer the 
whole year 1868 ; these evidences’ of our 
prosperity are suflicient to show we are suffer- 
ing very much by the repeal of the Treaty. 
We have sought new channels of trade, have 
entered upon new enterprises which possibly 
we would not have undertaken had we had a 
ready market in the United States.) ‘The 
repeal of the Treaty taught us self reliance ; 
and, on the whole, we have not béen injured. 
While I desiro intimate trade relations with 
our neighbors upon équality I do not swish to 
purchaso it by a loss of self-respect, and when- 
ever a new treaty is to be entered upon, T for 
one will not consent toitifelam not treated 
as an equal. I want nothing but what I have 
an equivalent to givo in return. It was 
supposed when the Reciprocity Treaty was 
repealed our farmers would suffer materially 
in the articlo of barley, which formed half of 
our trade in agricultural products. Let us 
ace how wo stand. Ihave taken the market 
reports for nineteen years and made a calcula- 
tion therefrom : for the eleven years of reci- 
procity, tho average ‘price of barley was 67 
cents per bushel; for the eight yeara since, 
the average price was 90}¢ per bushel. To 
arrive at this conclusion I took ‘the Globe 
market reports of the Saturday market as 
near tho middle of October as that day 
came, and the highest price paid, Then take 
the lumber trade, has that branch of industry 
suffered ? On the whole, I say no, they put 
on the dutics and they have paid them gener- 
ally, There are some fow things we aro the 
losers by, Incows, how isit with thom; dur. 
ing reciprocity we sold cows at one-third 
what they are now worth and bought cheese, 
not a very. profitable operation. Tho Ameri- 
cans would buy. our cows in the spring of the 
year, at from $12 to $20 cach, and we were 
glad to sell thom=-"Isit'so now ? No, we uso 
them ourselves to more profit. Let us look 
at this branch of industry, one I am proud tom

We copy tho following article on Iron 
Smelting from the Toronto Mail, and com- 
mend it to the attention of our readers 

«Those amongst us who, believe that the 
development of iron-making in Canada is 
of importance sufficiont to warrant our 
adding public action to private effort for its 
promotion, will bear witnoas that tho sub 
ject has not been neglected in these col 
umns. We have constantly maintained 
that for the community as a whole to sit 
with folded hands, trusting that indi 

duals or companies will be enterprising 
enough to risk their fortunes for the pub- 
lic good, is a miserable, timid, short- 
sighted policy, and that we are unfit to 
be a nation if we do not comprehend 
what national duty and responsibility real 
ly are. It has been said that iron and 
gold are the two main noryes of a nation’s 
strength in time of war, and it is 
at least equally true that the production 
and manufacture of iron form the back- 
bone of a nation’s material independence 
in time of peace.

The Southern 
people might haye had their own iron 
manufactures long ago, but they would 
scarcély allow a single furnace or rolling 
mill, or indeed a factory of any kind, to be

New York, March 6.-A? deapatch from 
Newport, Rhode Island, reports considerable 
excitement there over a conflict of authority 
between the State constabulary und tho Uni- 
ted States Marshal, who is backed by a rev- 
enue cutter and the troops at Fort Adams, 
Governor Howard presented the report of 
Chief Constable Northrup to the Senate yes- 
terday, relative to the official interference of 
United States Marshal Coggershall at» a 
recent seizure of liquors, which were 
the protection of the State, ‘The 
Goyernor assumes the responsibility of the 
action of the constabulary in withdrawing 
from the contest of the seized liquors, as it 
was done by his direction, to ayoid bringing 
tho Marshal in antagonism with the police. I 
agreo fully with the universal opinion that 
these attachments are collusive, and a thinly 
disguised sham, and I share the general senso 
of mortification at the indignity to which our 
commonwealth was subjected, T realize also 
the gravity of the situation, and recognize it 
as our imperative duty to take measures for 
an early and proper adjustment of the quea- 
tion, Now that an issue is directly forced, I 
think it ought to receive your attention, Your 
prosence here,

Senators, is a mockery, and 
a farce if such proceedings as thoso aro sus- 
tained by the Federal Government. Your 
honorable Judiciary and Executive may as 
well resign their offices, and leave the control 
and ¢irection of State affairs to subordinates 
of the United States Government.

Shortly after the introduction of the new 
shoo! Taw, the schools were supplied with 
tablets, maps, blackboards, and many with 
object lessons and other apparatus, and every 
yoar since more maps and object lessons have 
een added, so. that in 1874 eyory school was 
supplied with all the necessary maps and ap- 
paratus for the sucodwsful toashiily of the pu- 
pils attending them, 

Inspectors are responsible to. the Depart- 
ment for the successful carrying out nals 
new achool law thongh they receive their ap- 
Pointment from the County Council. He has 
to sce that the grounds are fenced, outhouses 
built, school houses furnished with maps and 
apparatus, that new school houses are built 
where necessary, and that others are repaired. 
Avroport has to be sent gt the end Haves 
year to the Department according to a pre- 
scribed form, and containing all the information 
asked concerning each school, and answérs 
have to be sent from each school to more than 
40 questions relating to the duties of trustecs 
anil the teaching and’ management of the 
school, ' 

The schools have been examined thorough: 
ly every six months, and some oftener, and 
everything has been dono to get them taught 
thbronghly and according to the improved 
méthod, Classes have been taught, and 
the best advice given as regards the teaching 
anil conducting of them. 

If this had not been done, our schools would 
not have improyed so much hs they have dur- 
ing the last three years, as many teachers 
haye hadno training, heverhavingattendedany 
training institution: To remedy this and to 
show them how to teach the school subjects 
the South Hastings Teachers’ Institute was 
started in 1871 and has met regularly the 
third Saturday in every month since. tt has 
done an immense amount of good to teachers, 
particularly to the inexperienced youug teach- 
er,, It has been wellattended, and those who 
attend regularly have beén very much bene- 
fitted, 

As many of the teachers of Hungerford and 
‘Tyondinaga could not attend, a Convention 
was held in each township, at ‘which the best 
method of teaching all the school subjects 
were shown. It ig intended to hold more of 
these Conventions in each township. 

‘Lhere are 85 Teachers in South Hastings, 
not including Trenton : of those only 8 ever 
attended the Normal School: 16 have Pro- 
vintial certificates ; 57 Third Class (new law), 
and 12 haye interim certificates.

Awto the case of Ottawa, whore it has 
heen stated that smelting works costing 
$60,000 ‘were erected, and no resultant 
benefit was appreciable from their estab 
lishment, there is a conrplete misapprehen- 
sion. There were no works at Ottawa at 
all; but about five miles distant, on the 
opposite side of the river, in the Province 


of Quebec, a small furnace, capable of pro- 
ducing from 6 to 10 tons of pig iron per 


wook, was built. It was never run rogular- 


ly, but only at intermittent intervals, con- 


soqhently it could never have beon of any 
benefit to Ottawa, because of the short 
ime for which it was run, its limited capa- 
ity, its distance from the city, and the 
ilities for. reaching the same, other 
han by row-boat, or at the best by horse- 
erry. This reference, therefore, was not a 
very happy one. A few years ago tho 
smelting works above alluded to were de- 
stroyed by 4 bush fire, which swept over 
hundreds of thousands of acrés of timbor 
lands in the Gatinoiu district. They have 
never been rebuilt, for the reason that their 
fuel supply was thus swept away 
and /consequently the existence of these 
ruinous works and distised minés has 
benefitted Ottawa no more than the Mar- 
mora or Madoc locations have aided the 
prosperity of Belleville. 

The prospective benefits to be derived 
from the establishment of smelting works 
here—taking as the best and most reliable 
criterion the experience of other places 
we have thus shown to be very great. | But 
it must be borne in mind that, should we 
be fortunate enough to secure for this town 
the ldcation of the only smelting works in 
Ontario, other important enterprises will 
follow, such as rollihg mills, steel manu 
factures, &c., which will certainly add 
largely to our population, and consequently 
9 the wealth and importance of the ‘City 
wf the Bay.” 


The opportunity of securing these ad- 
vantages, which will haye much to do with 
our future prosperity, is now before tho 
people of the town, and it is not unlikely

Value of Plastor, 


An Ohio farmer writes The 

Rural as follows; Tho last four #0 
havo beer 
the state wil ry ine Witnoss ; and a large 
part, probably two-thirds, “of tho clover 
soed sown in this vicinity during that 
timo, has beon lost. In the spring of 1873, 
I sowed ono fiold of eight acros to oats, 
thoroughly harrowed ono way, then sowod 
on clover soed and cross-harrowed . tho 
field, I thon pat onldbout threo pocks of 
plaster to tho acre, and the vésult® was ® 
good yield of oats and a fino patch of clover 
which grew finely Sronghnus tho summon, 
and last season produced a largo"burden'o 
number one clover hay, This Iam now 
feoding to my calves, for I profor it to any 
other, when properly cured’; for »calves 
should havo the best. Tho samo wook in 
which I sooded the eight acre lot, I seoded 
one of four acres, andin precisely the same 
manner, save tliat IE sowed plaster on two 
acres of it. Tho other two acros went 
without plaster. Now for tho rosult, 
Where tho plastor was sown tho clover grow 
as finely as in tho eight-acro lot, and pro- 
duced as much hay last season, while on 
that without plaster tho yield of \oats wis 
much lighter, and what clover sood sprotit~ 
ed, or nearly all, dicd from tho effects of 
the drouth ; so much so that it would not 
pay for harvesting. Tho soil was sandy— 
what wo term hore sand knolls, and poor at 
that.

DUTY OF THE SENATE. 


There could be no stronger argument for 
a Crown-appointed Senate than the present 
attitude of the Commons on the postal 
_ question ; and there could not possibly be 
& case whero the interference of the Upper 
A House with tho legislation of the Lower was 
_ 80 justifiable,or more urgently called for. 
What is the fact? With the exception 
of two or three metropolitan papers,the en- 
tire press of the country is against the pro- 
posed compulsory prepayment of newspa- 
por postage. Public opinion throughout 
the Dominion is against it, and the Re- 
form press, equally with the Conservative, 
have earnestly protosted against the propos- 
ed alteration as unwise and unjust. ‘The 
; voice of Parliament, as expressed by its re- 
presentatives, is against it. Not only did 
Mr. Bowell, Mr. Tupper, and other Con- 
servative members oppose the Bill as intro- 
duced, but Mr. Young, Mr. Oliver, Mr, 
Ross, Mr. Cauchon, and other prominent 
members of the Reform party, denounc- 
ed the clause to which we refer in un- 
_ Measured terms. We venture to say that 
had the real sense of the Commons 
been taken upon this question, four-fifths 
of the Reform members would have voted 
to strike out that provision in the Bill, 
Why did they not do it? Why did not 
these mombers act upon their convictions 7 
Why had they not the manly independence 
to nay to the Post-Master Genoral ; “This 
*‘clauso in your Bill does not meot our ap- 
- ‘proval, it is obnoxious to tho country, 
“it is opposed by the whole country pross, 
“and if you persist in forcing it upon Par- 
“Viamont we will defeat you.” This is 
what they should have said, and had they 
been firm in maintaining thoir position, 
exhibited the courage and independence 
j they professed, the Governmont would | 
haye been cdmpelled to yield. But the 
Government know their strength, know 
that these men dare not yote against them, 
and in defiance of public opinion, in defi 
ance ‘of the protestations of their own 
friends, they use their power tyrannically 
to force upon the country a measure which 
iscondemned by nineteen-twonticths of 
: the people. A Government that does not 
bow to public opinion- Government 
that unos ita power in this tyrannical fash 
ion, and compels its supporters to do vio- 
lence to thoir own feelings and dishonor 
q _ their manhood, by thus slavishly following 
their commands, should learn that thero is 
& power higher than thoy—a power which 
stands botwoen the poople and the Crow D, 
and will protect the rights of the people 
against any arbitrary and unjust legislation 
of the Commons.

Keeping Vegetables. » 


Years ago, before the introduction of 
furnaces, all kinds of vegetables kept much 
better in house collars than they do now-a- 
days. It is not, and never was, a good | 
plan to keep a great quantity of vegetables | 
in a house cellar, “There must be more or 
less decayed and decaying matter connect- 
ed with the same, tho influence of which 
must be jnjurious. When large quantities 
are to be stored, it is better to provide 
room in a barn cellar, or a cellar mprepenss| 
expressly under some outbuilding. Both | 
fruit and vegetables koop better in a dark, 
cool place, as both light and heat are a dis- | 
advantage in the keeping of such things, 
Whore but few roots aro to be kept for 
family use, thoy should be put into barrels, 
and ven sand should be put in to exclude 
the air from the same. 


Butter Packages. 


Tho modes of packing butter at Herki- | 
mer, N. Y., and St. Albans, Vt., are very 
similar, At both places the packing and 
shipping are done mostly in what are ‘called 
Welsh tubs. Those are constructed of 
spruce, with top wider than bottom, and 
large cnough to hold fifty or sixty pounds. 
A cover is made of half-inch boards with o 
hoop around it that projects, and clasps 
the topof the tub, and resembles closely 
the lid of a cheeso box. When shipped, a 
circular piece of muslin is laid over the top 
of the butter, alittle salt spread over the 
muslin, and the cover put onand strapped 
down with three piccesof tin or leather. 
The advantage of these tubs consists in 
their convenient size and cheapness. 
Spruce gives less taste to butter than 
most other kinds of timber, and hence 
butter is often packed in them without 
proper preparation. A taste is soon im- 
parted to the butter next to the wood, and 
the insufficient protection from the air on 
top renders them unsuitable for long keep- 
ing or jong. transportation, The ‘firkins 
and half firkins so much in végue in other 
markets are little used in either of tho 
places named, nor are the machinory and 
Apparatusfor packing butter in the west 
employed. 


Brahma Fowl. 


Tho Brahma fowls are divided into two 
varieties, the dark and the light, pea and | 
mingle-combed ; the selection of the color 
must bo entirely a matter of taste. The 
Brahmas are the only fowls that are pea- 
combed. The pea-comb has the appearance | 
of three combs pressed closely together, | 
the one in the centre being higher than the 
others. They aro vory large eaters, con- | 
sidering their size. Their very quiet habits | 
aro greatly in their favor. They seldom 
got over a two fect fonce, and their large | 
size prevents their going through unless 
the fence is very open. As mothers they 
are excellent sitters and nurses. As winter | 
layers they excel all other ‘varities on 
account of their hardiness, As a market 
bird, their fine sizo, their yellow color and | 
plumpness make them very desirable for 
table use. Asa lawn bird none excel them | 
for beauty. For crossing they are superior 
to all others. The beak is very strong,

ASSESSED VALUES, 

As the standard of excellence to which a 
school can be raised depends very materially 
upon the amount of assessable property con- 
tained in the school section, tho Tollowing 
statement is instructive, and will not, I trust, 
be uninteresting : 


in each school section, omitting the Town- 
ship of Jones, and. Union, School soctions 
where school houses are located in South 
Hastings, was, in 1874, $18,697—tho strong: 
est section being Stirling, which was asscssed 
at $120,000, and the weakest, School Section 
No. 17, M assessed valuation of 
less than $ . 

Tn Montoagle, et al,, the average was $4,- 
581; in Carlow and Mayo, $8,400; in Dun- 
gannon and Faraday, $8,975; in Tudor, e¢al., 
$6,631. 

In Madoc, the average was $15,824, the 
assessed valuations ranging from $60,885, in 
Section School No, 1, to leas than $3,000 in 
Section School No, 17. 

In Huntingdon the average was $24,347; 
tho amount of assessed property varying from 
$56,516 in School Sections Nos. 2 ‘and 5, to 
$8,500 in School Section No. 13. 

Rawdon had an average of $34,788, the 
total assessment in the sections varyi: 
$50,300 in School Section No. 7, to $1 
School Section No. 20. 


The average in Marmora and Lake was $11,- 
990—the strongest section being N 
ed at $22,000, and the weakest, No, 1, Lake, 
with an assesament of $6,866. 

Elzeyir had an average valuation for each 
section of $)3,628—the amounts ranging from 
$21,500 in School Section No. 4, to £3 370 in 
School Section No. 5. 

As a necessary result of this very unequal 
division of the various municipalities, the rates 
of taxation for school purposes were also very 
unequal. Take a few examples. To keep a 
very inferior teacher for three months, one 
section was compelled to levy a rate of 1} 
cents on the dollar ; another secti in the 
same Township, enjoyed the sevices of two 
experienced teachers during the whole year by 
taxing itself at the same rate. 

In another Township, one section can, by 
levying a rate of half a cent on the dollar, 
keep a teacher, at a salary of $400, for 12 
months, while another section, in the same 
municipality, is compelled to. tax itself 2} 
cents on the dollar, to enable it to retain, for 
10 months, a teacher at a salary of $216. 

In other Townships, anomalies fully as sug- 
gestive occur. 

MONEYS RECEIVED BY TRUSTEES. 


‘Tho total amount of receipts for school pur- 
poses during the year was $25,530.50. 

Of this, the sum of $15,071.96 was reecived 
from Trustees’ tax on rateable property. 
Rawdon collecting $4,206.51; Marmora and 
Lake, $1,764.35 ; Huntingdon, $2,131.56 ; 
Elzevir, $1, ; Madoc, $3,619.43 ; Tudor, 
et al., $600°77; Dungannon and Faraday, 
$425.90 ; Carlow and*Mayo, $50 (one of the 
schools in the Municipality having been closed 
for the greater part of the year); and Mont- 
eagle, et al., $451.20, 

GOVERNMENT GRANTS, 


The total amount of He and De- 
partmental Grants received during the year 
was $3,706.20 ; of this sum $2,853 was receiv- 
ed from the Legislative Grant ; $293.20 from 
the Department of Education, to aid in the 
purchase of maps and apparatus, and $560 
trom the Poor School Fund.

IRREGULAR ATTENDANCE. 
Perhaps the mostserious of the causes which 
obstruct the advancement of our schools is 
irregular attendance. It renders much of the 
labor of our teachers unavailing and checks 
their enthusiasm. It is the banc of ourschool 
system. In schools conducted in an unsys- 
tematic manner, with nothing of organization 
and classification but the Thame), the greater 
part of the resultant injury falls upon the ir- 
regular attendant. In hin case the effect is, 
educationally, ruinous. Half the dislike that 
some children manifest to attending school is 
engendered by irregular attendance. Let 
them be sent regularly and noon the dislike 
will vanish. 
Given, however, schools in which order and 
system obtain—in which each day's teaching 
is essentially and ultimately connected with 
every other day's teaching—a link wanting 
which the value of the whole is much lessen- 
ed—and irregular attendance is ruinous in itn 
effect on the whole school. John Smith, asa 
Briton, may have a right to allow his child to 
bo irregular in his attendance at school, so 
long as such a course injures that child alone; 
but, when the progress of the whole velass is _ 
thereby retarded, and when the educational — 
prospects of other families is injurionsly affect- 
ed, no commands but those of sheer necessity 
justify him in keeping the boy at home a 
single day, 

In‘connection with this principle, look at 
the following statistics : 

Of the 4,494 pupils who attended some 
school in North Hastings during 1874, one in 
seven attended less than 20 days, one in four 
less than three months, one-fifth lesa than 100 
days, one-tenth less than 150 days, and one in 
Sourty-four more than 200 days—(ie year hav- 
ing had 219 teaching days.

The Montreal Fire. 
LOSS NOT SO HEAVY AS FIRST 
REPORTED. 


. bet 
FULL PARTICULARS, 


(From the Montreal Star). 


On visiting the scene of destruction aris- 
ing from the fire this morning, we found 
‘tho ombers still glowing with hoat and ; the 
lompany’s brigade playing on the ruins, 
their effects being chiefly directed to the 

places where tha iron safos were situated. 
Four safes had already been taken ont and 
their contents were found to be almost 
intact. Bank notes had been slightly 
scorched but no further damage done, A 
large safe in the east end of the buildin 
imbedded in brick and mortar, is standing 
and quite free from injury. In it were 
‘stored valuable books, deeds and land plans 
‘of the Company, all of which haye been 

found porfectly sound and not the least im- 
paired by the fire. Tho genoral plans of 
road, bridges, and buildings, which were 
not stored in a safe, and for which Mr. 

Hickson had a new vault almost complet- 
ed, have, to his great regret, been sacri- 
ficed by the devouring clement. 


The plans lost number 8,000—one thous- 
dd more than we have stated elsewhere. 
‘Many of the books of detail, current ac- 
counts, and forms were also consumed, but 
an immense preponderance of the more 
yaluable books and documents are saved 
‘andintact, the fire having done them no in- 
jury whatever, This isan agreeable sur- 
prise to the Manager, as scarcely a hope 
_ Was indulged in the morning that a single 
"document was saved. Tho aggregate loss 
is not nearly so much as public rumor and 
a contemporary has placed it, The houses 
burned were mere shells, and can be easily 
replaced with the amount for which they 
were insured, viz, $19,000. The following 
is an inventory of the stock which has been 
consumed:—In the brick shop: 15 old 
cars, 7 new brakesmen’s cars nearly finish- 
ed, 1completely finished, 5 new cars laid 
down and 20 trucks. Inthe frame build- 
ing, which was principally for new work, 
ere were 15 new trucks burned, 12 cars 
being rescued very little damaged. There 
‘not a single passenger car or Pullman 
car in the shops, although reports current 
state thero were. Our information in re- 
o to the loss has been collected from 
__ the responsible foremen of the shops, and 
can be relied on. 


The damage has been greatly over 
_ mated, the amount of $120,000 given by a 
contemporary is a monstrous exaggeration 
the total loss to the Company will not ox- 
_ ceed $36,000, for which sum they are in- 
“sured in the threo British offices, The 
~ buildings are insured for $19,000 ; tho ma- 
_ chinery, furniture of offices, and contents of 
_the shops are further covered by policies 
amounting to $17,000, making the aggre- 
gate $36,000. Tho loss of the plans is irre- 
parable ; money cannot replace them, and 
the inconvenience to Mr. Hannaford, the 
_ Chief Engineer, cannot be conceived. It 
_ disorganizes his whole department, but itis 
_ fortunate that he and his skilled assistants 
have had sufficient experience to enable 
them to surmount the difficulties that are 
before them.

Premier session comes down, an- 
nounces a policy not authorized by the Act 
of ‘last year, and lays upon the table of the 
House a contract which he has entered into 
with an Amoritan company, at the head of 
which is Mr. ator Foster, (formerly e 
nected with a Company which unsuccess- 
fully tendered for the building of the Paci- 
fic road), for the connection with the 
Pacific line of the Quebec system of Rail- 
ways, by means of the Canada Central, of 
which Mr Foster is President. To build 
the road ‘to make this connection, Mr. 
Mackenzie proposes to give a bonus of $12,- 
000 per mile to his contracter, whilst, at 
the same time, refusing to make any grant 
whatever to aid in giving the Ontario lines 
* connection with the Pacific Railway. 
This deliberate sacrifice of Ontario interests 
has aroused a strong feeling against the 
Governmont in this Province, their political 
friends and opponents uniting as one man 
in an endeavor to obtain a modification of 
the unjust treatment given to the chief 
Province of the Confederation.

Feline Pathology. 


Possibly some readers may not bo aware 


to whose inventive genius we owe the dis- | 


coyery of the yaluable medicine called quin- 
‘ino. A scientific contributor to the Patric 
attributes the honor, not to any doctor or 
professor, or chemical analyst, but to an 
animal not otherwise noted for its humanity 
—the jaguar. It appears that this creat- 
ure, like others of the feline species, suffers 
severly from attacks of influe! a fact 
which tho natives of Peru, whose country 
was particulrrly infested by those beasts, 
had early and abundant opportunity for 
observing. According to the story given, 
so attentive was the study made by the 
Peruvians of the manners and customs of 


_ their dangerous neighbors, that they were 


able easily to distinguish by unmistakable 
signs the sanitary conditionof any jaguar 
they might chance to come across. A still 
more careful observation showed that all 
such of them as happened at any time to be 
indisposed were accustomed byan infallible 
instinct to resort to certain ponds at which 
when in sound health they wore not known 
to drink: Tho astonishment which this 
discovery aroused was, however, not of 
long duration. It was soon found that the 
waters of the pond in question were impreg- 
nated with the bark and leaves of trees 
growing on their banks. Tho inference 
was plain, That which would cure influ- 
enzain a tiger would probably by equally 
effectual tocure the same complaint ina 
Peruvian. The trees were resorted to 
first by the quacks andthen by the savants 
of the country, and the result was the dis- 
covery of a whole family of drugs whose 
tonic and antiseptic qualities are invalu- 
able, not only in cases of influenza, but 
for an infinity of other maladies. Tho cin- 
chona tree produces bark of three different 
colors, according as it is stripped from 
the lower, upper, or middle parts of the 
trunk and branches, and the qualities of 
each sort differ considerably in their medi- 
cinal properties. A more popular, but 
also more vague rumor, ascribes the inven- 
tion to a Jesuit, and the drug is, in fact, 
known commonly as ‘“Jesuit’s Bark.’! » Its 
efficacy was, however, admittedly first ¢ 
tablished by the cure, in 1633, of the V: 
roy of Peru. Louis XIV, is said to ha 
been cured of fever by it when he avas 
Dauphin, and at ohe time it was sold.in 
Europe for its weight in silver. Wero the 
ancient Egyptains also inventors, in their 
time, of quineine, and indebted likewise 
for the discovery to the cleverness of the 
feline race? If so, there is some excuse 
for the veneration in which cats wero held 
by them. 


Potatoes. | 

If an Englishman was the first to intro- 
duce the potato into Europe, a Frenchman 
has discovered the method of making the 
supply constant throughout the year, 
Luxury, indeed, can command new pota- 
toes at almost any time. But the soapy, 
insipid root, which costs so much, and is 
reared with much difficulty, is not a proper 
potato, or at least does not taste like one. 
There is always a disagreeable suggestion 
of the forcing pit and the greenhouse. A 
French peasant has met the difficulty, 
grappled’with it, and conquered it. After 
trymg every kind of soil in whichto sow 
the roots, he at last hit upon the notion of 
employing salt, and found it to answer 
admirably. 
socret, so as to be ce n of success, 
That succeas is now ascertained, and notice 
has been taken by the Frerich authorities 
of tho new method. The roots are plant- 
edin August,on athin stratum of salt 
each root haying placed over it a pinch 
compost, and the earth heaped over tha 
In September the ground is dug again, and 
in October it is weeded, In the middle of 
January the crop is ripe, cach root bearing 
soven or eight potatoes attached to jt.

Liberal the following description 
of the Waterloo House of Industry and 
Refuge, which will be read with interest at 
the present time ; 


“This institution was established in the year 
1869, under the Ontario Municipal Act, and is 
the only one in existence throughout the length 
and breadth of this Province. Although, when 
it was started, predictions were heard on ev 
hand that it would prove a failure, it has prove 
so successful that there is reason to wonder why 
the example so pluckily and sensibly set by. the 
county of Waterloo has not been imitated by 
other locali The building itself is of brick, 
one hundred feet long, including wings, by fifty- 
five feet in width, and is three stories in h 
It contains seventy rooms, the whole 
re well lighted and ventilated, and as 
warmed as those of a private dwelling 
‘anliness aud good order prevail on every 
hand, and reflect credit upon the management. 
While no sppea ance of oxtravagance can be 
soon, it is evident that the reasonable comfort of 
the inmates is studied, The dormitories 
and there is no stint of bed-clothing, while 
seasonably cla. At the prose 
time there are sixty males and thirty fem: 
provided with a home in this establishment, 
in passing amongst them, and conversi 
we didnot hear a single remark leading ua to 
ieve that the slightest cause of dissatisfaction 
exists. Of the ninety inmates twenty-one are 
children, who have been deprived of tho guar- 
dianship of parents, and who seem as happy 
many resident in more favored homes. In c 
nection with the building is a farm consisting o: 
one hundred and forty-one acres, witha loamy 
soil, said to be very productive,and which affords 
wmmer season to those whoare able 
to work. The cost of the farm and buildings was 
about $30,000, and, so far as we i learn, every 
ratepayer in the county is sfied with the 
investment, as the poor of Waterloo are better 
cared for here, and at s much cheaper rate, than 
would be the case were they still depen nt up- 
‘This in- 
stitution is managed by a Standing Committee, 
composed of five members of the County Coun- 
cil, whose duty itis to examine the state of all 
matters and things relating to. the support and 
employment of the pauper inmates, and who 
audit all accounts quarterly, and annually pre- 
© an estimate of the amount required for 
ntenance during the following year. In ad 
dition to this managing committee, an inspector 
is appointed, who visits the honse at least four 
mes a month, and exercises a general supervi 
over the keeper, expenditure and work, A kee 
er and matron are also émployed, who reside 
the premises, and are responsible for the i

The hon, gentleman estimated that 
he would lose $40,000 by the reduction on 
newspaper postage, and that tho present rey- 
onue from that source was $90,000. He also 
stated that he reduced the postage 75 per 
cent,, which would reduce the $90,000 to $22, 
500. He (Mr. Bowell), therefore supposed 
that the Postmaster Genoral expected to in- 
crease the $22,500 to $40,000 by the additional 
newspaper matter which would be sent 
through the post office on accountiof the re- 
duction—an expectation which was not at all 
likely to be realized, With reference to tho 
arguments of the member for Bothwell, if 
they meant anything they meant that the 
Post Office Department should be mado self- 
sustaining, and that the postage on letters 
should be increased so as to cover the actual 
expense. The hon. mexpber also argued that 
the effect of the removal of newspaper post- 
age would be to close up a number of country 
post offices. Undér the present system the 
postmastera wero allowed a commission for 
collecting the postage on newspapers, and he 
(Mr, Bowell would like to be informed if the 
Government intended to pay Postinasters for 
the loss of this commission, So far as the 
Bill before the House went, there was nothing 
to show that they would receivo anything, 
and yet the hon. member for Bothwell woutl 
have us believe that the removal of the post- 
age would close up a number of offices. 

Mr, Miis—My statement was that the 
Government could not afford to establish new 
offices. 

Mr, Boweut said they had yet to learn 
that the Government intended to pay the 
postmasters anything in lieu of the commission 
they were now receiving. If they did then 
the increased revenue that the Postmaster 
Jeneral anticipated would never be realized, 
ause, according to the member for Both- 
ll, it would require the whole amount re- 
ceived from newspaper postage to compensate 
postmastors for the Joss of their commission. 

Hon. D. A. Macpoxatp said the question 
of compensating the postmasters had not been 
lost sight of by the department, but that could 
not be settled until the new Act was in oper- 
ation for some little time. 

Mr. Bowet in reference to a remark of the 
First Minister, proceeded to say that he had 
never attacked the system of free delivery in 
cities. On the contrary he approved of it, 
and did not see why it should not be extend- 
ed to the large towns because the increase in 
the amount of postal matter which it would 
cause would be as great in proportion to the 
expense in the large towns as in the cities, 
In fact, he hoped the day was not far distant 
when we would’ have free delivery in the 
country parts also as in England. But what 
he had stated was that the principle of deliv- 
ering newspaper free was based upon the 
same ground as the principle of deliyering let- 
ters free. It was stated that the’ postage 
could be added tothe subscription price, but 
that would be impracticable, and the result 
would be that the publishers would under the 
system of pompulsory prepayment be obliged 
to pay the postage and get no return for it. 
While he would yote for the abolition of 
nowspaper postage, he did not so much object 
to it as he did to the mode in which it was 
proposed to be imposed.

CONTROVERTED" ELECTIONS. 


Hou. Mr. Fovryrer, in moving that the 
House do resolve itself into Committee on the 
Bill to amend the Act respecting controverted 
elections, stated that he Sntentiod to propose 
amendments in Committee in accordance with 
the suggestions made by several hon. mem- 
bers, especially by the hén. members for Card- 
well key South Bruce. 

Mr, Bowe.t thought some explanation 
should be given by the Minister of Justice for 
introducing this Bill, as. he saw no reason to 
Stay proceedings in connection with the trial 
of controverted Elections during tho session 
of Parliament, The hon, Minister of Justice 
ought to furnish the House with satisfactory 
reasons for proposing to make this amendment 
to the Act, for it was'a direct interference 
with the courts inthe different Provinces of 
the Dominion. If a gentleman occupied a 
seat in the House that he was not entitled to 
keep, there was no good reason why the House 
should intervene to prevent the courts from 
setting aside the Election, It might be con- 
venient for hon, members whosé elections had 
been contested that the House should inter- 
vene and stay proceedings, but he understood 
the object in passing the Cotitroverted Elec- 
tion Law was to facilitate the removal of 
membera from the House who had been guilty 
of corrupt practices. The hon. Premier in a 
speech delivered at Cornwall, not very long. 
since, called attention to the fact that if trial 
by Judges had then been in operation, certain 
members of the House would not hayo held 
their seats for any length of time. - Now we 
find that when a large numbor of seats aro 
being contested and the cases are before the 
courts, that the Government come down with 
a Bill to prevent the courts from proceeding 
with the cases and voiding seats which are 
held by gentlemen who probably hayeno right 
to them. If the Bill in its present shape were 
adopted the Controverted Election Act hac 
better be ished altogether, and we had 
better revert to the old regine, by which mem- 
bers threw all possible difficulties in the way

The Largest Cave in the World. 


It is said that the cave of Cacahuamilpa 
is the largest caye in the world, Several 
persons who have visited the Mammoth 
Cave in Kentucky, and that of Cacahuam- 
ilpa, in Mexico, pronounce the latter the” 
arger. A volcanic mountain with an.ex- 
tinct crater covers this eave. It is not de- 
scribed in-guide books or-books of travel. 

Ithas, in fact, never been adequately de. 
scribed. Mr, Potter CG, Bliss has tw 
amined and explored it, the last time in 
February of the present year. Six hun- 
dred Persons constituted tho last exploring 
| party: They were provided with Bengal 
ights and scientific appliances. 


After reaching the level at perhaps 50 7 
feet depth, they proceeded three and three 
quarter miles into the interior,—The roof 
was, so high—a succession of halls—that 
rockets often exploded before striking it, 
Labyrinthine passages leave the main hall. 
in every direction. Stalagmites and stalac- 
| tites are abundant. Below this cave, at a 

reat depth, are two other immense caves, * 
rom euch of which issue a branch of a 
Great river, uniting here. These two rivers 
enter five miles distant, at the other side of 
the mountain, flow parallel, and issne at 
last together. Vast quantities of bats are 
the most numerous inhabitants of these 
cayerns.

Scientific Notes. 


A watchmaker in Three Oaks, Michigan, 
has just finished the construction of a cal- 
culating machine on which he has been 
engaged for several years, It is described 
as a very complicated contrivance, contain- 
ing more than 2,100 specially formed pieces 
of machinery, made mostly of steel, and put 
together compactly. Its calculations cover 
not only the four simple rules in integral 
numbers, but a variety of difficult problems 
besides.

shers are not willing 
to abandon the idea of producing photo- 
graphs in natural colors. At present much 
attention is directed to the process origin- 
ally proposed by Ducos de Hauron, Three 
| negatives are taken in the camera ; the first 
through the red, the second through orange 
red, the third through violet glass: From 
these three carbon prints are made ; under 
the first negative he exposes a film of bi- 
chromatized gelatin having a red tint, under 
the second a similar film of a blue color, 
and under the third a yellow film. The 
three impressions terminated, hesuperposes 
these three monochromes and obtains an 
image in which all the different tints of the 
origmal are found, Unfortunately this 
mothod involves numerous delicate trans 
fers anda good deal of difficult manipula- 
tion.

The Paris Green Question. 


Since writing my two communications on 
Paris green I have met with an article in the 
Scientific American cf January 9, fully approy- 
ing my views as to the grayity of the danger 
to which the community are exposed from the 
use of this poison, My first communication 
was written on the last of December and pub- 
lished in the Evening Post of January 6. Dr. 
Kennedy's reply appeared in the Semi- Weekly 
Evening Post, of ees 12. Of course, he 
could not haye seen the article in the Scientific 
American, or he would not have supposed I 
stood alone in my ‘feeling of danger in the 
case. 

The Scientific American says: ‘‘ The ques- 
tion of whether the use of Paris green (arsen- 
iate or aceto-arseniate of copper) upon potato 
plants as a means of destroying the bugs will 
tend to poison the soil, and thus render it un- 
fit to produce vegetation, receives a definite 
answer from Professor Le Conte, in his paper 
recently read before the Academy ef Science. 
The opinion advanced and concurred in by 
such high authority as Professors Silliman 
and Alexander and Dr. Mitchell, affirms w 
equivocally that arsenic and copper are poi-

The article goes on further to say: ‘‘ Prof. 
Le Conte enters an earnest protest against 
the present loose yet enormous use of this 
fearful poison in the hands of uneducated 
men. It is ordered by the western druggists 
literally “by the ton,” and repeated deaths 
have resulted amongst farmera through its 
careless employment, ‘‘ The death of several 
persons ina single dwelling in this city from 
eating pickles upon which some Paris green 
had been blown by the wind occurred quite 
recontly, It is well settled that arsenic is 
dangerous even externally, and experiments 
have proved that its poisonous effects are de- 
veloped by a smaller amount inserted into « 
wound than when taken into the stomach,” 
In proof of this our readers will remember 
the case mentioned in a former article in 
which a child was killed by a composition 
containing arsenic, which was applied as a 
remedy for an eruption on the skin. 

It may bo well to give here some of the 
symptoms which usually accompany arsenic 
poisoning, premising the description with the 
remark that all of these appearances would 
not be likely to be present in any given case. 
Indeed, we have met with one case in which 
the principal marked symptoms were obstinate 
eczematous eruptions, and a gradual weaken- 
ing of the powers of life. 

In long-continued small doses of arsenic, 
the symptoms arg nausea, vomiting, purging, 
griping, debility, omaciation, and all the 
effects of slow poisoning occurring in succes- 
sion, a gradual sinking of the powers of lifo 
without any violent symptoms, a nameless 
feeling of illness, failure of the strength, an 


| aversion to food and drink and all the enjoy- 


ments of life, Redness of the cerefuntiva 
and eyelids, headache and giddiness, spasms, 
eczematous eruptions, numbness and paraly- 
sis of tho limbs and ptyoliam are all well 
marked symptoms of slow poisoning by ar- 
senic, and in whatever form it is introduced 
into the system it exorta the samo deleterious 
influences. : 
These are the symptoms of slow poisoning 
by arsenic as sot down by the authorities. 
As it regards the pathology of these cases, 
some fatal ones are recorded in which no mor- 
bid changes have been detected.” It will be 
seen from this how almost surely ono unac- 
customed to cases of poisoning Would attri- 
bute the distressing symptoms to anything 
rather than the true sources. Acute poison- 
ing from arsenic, is characterized by much 
more severe symptoms.

Salting Cows. 
The oxperience of those having long ex- 
rience in salting cows. ‘Two years agol 
ed in the course of the season two barrels 
of salt to eleven cows, Atthe time I al- 
lude tol fed nearly a pinta day. In dip-| 
ping the salt up for them I took nearly as | 
much as I conta hold in my hand at a time 
for each cow, and this Ifed twice a day in 
their mess, as I fed them “‘slops” of wheat 
bran and brewer's malt. Some cows could 
_ not eat so much, it being too laxative, sol 
_ would give a little less to them. I made 
ita pointtohaye them take all the salt 
they could eat. It depends some on their 
condition. as to the amount they would eat. 
As for their thriving, I never saw any cows 
that looked better ; the more salt they ate, 
the more grass they consumed, and the bet- 
ter they looked. Some ofmy friends said I 
would hava their hides on the fence before 
winter, but these were only imagination. 
At the present timo I feed cows in milk one- 
half pint per day along with a half bushel 
of sugar beets. Much salt makes the but- 
ter come easy. A few days since we churn- 
ed in twenty minutesy 
Tam satisfied that cows not only can 
digest more food thanthey otherwise would, 
by having plenty of salt, but they eat more 
coarse food, and product m<¢ at and 
milk, Last winter, for six weeks, my cows 
consumed each day one peck of chopped 
feed [corn and oats], alo: with twelve 
‘quarts of malt, and as much salt asI could 
make them eat. Sometimes they would 
leave a little of their malt, it being too salt, 
so next time I would add only a little

weeks. Hay was $20 per ton, while chop-

This view appears to havo been 
urged by, Messrs, ‘Thompson, _Rymal, 
Bowell, Schultz and White ; while the ex- 
| treme advocates of prohibition, Messrs. 
Ross, Cameron (Ontario), and the Premier, 
were anxious to stave it off, showing clearly 
that political, considerations had more to 
do with the question than tho amelioration 
of the sufferings of the human race. 

To test the question, however, Mr. 
Schultz moved in amendment, seconded by 
Mr. White, that all words after ‘‘that” 
be left out, and the following insert- 
ed instead thereof :—“it be, Resolved, 


| ‘Phat in the opinion of!this House a Pro- 


hibitory Liquor Law js the only effectual 
remedy for the evils of intemperance, and 
that it is the duty of the Government to 
submit such a measure for the approval of 
Parliament at the earliest moment practi- 
cable." 

If we are to judge from the report, this 
amendment threw the pretended advocates 
of the measure into a commotion. The 
Premier tried to have it ruled out of order, 
but Mr, Bowell fought the question of or- 
er, and it was decided inhis fayor. Then 
followed the New Brunswick school dodge. 
Ross, after consulting with the Pre- 
micr, moved the adjournment of the’ de- 
bate, which he must haye known would kill 
the resolutions ifcarried. Having spoken, 
he could not move the 4djournment, so the 
Premior came to the resctle and made the 
motion, and the following at his back suc-

haye potitionod year after year, and by the 
tens of thousands, for the passage of such a 
Law by the Legislatures of the old Pro- 
yinces of Canada, and latterly by the Do 
minion Parliament. Committees have been 
appointed year after year to enquire and 
investigate into the working of the law in 
those Statos of the Union where it had 
been enacted, with very profitable results. 
The late Government made an appropria- 
tion, upon the recommendation of the 
Parliamentary Committeo, for the purpose 
of ascertaining how far the practice of 
drugging or otherwise destroying the true 
qualities of liquor had been carried. The 
present Government appointed a commis- 
sion to visit the United States, and report 
upon the working of the prolibitory Inw 
in Maine and elsewhere, This report has 
been presented to Parliament, and contains 
a-valuable fund of information upon'this 
important subject. 

Upon this report the member for West 
Middlesex, Mr. Ross, who has constituted 
himself the champion of the cause of total 
prohibition, in the House of Commons, 
moved, seconded by Mr. M. Cameron, the 
following resolutions :— 


** Resolved, —That during the Session of 1873 
Petitions were poe to this House ‘signed 
by 39,223 individuala praying for a Prohibjtory 
Liquor Law; that during the Semon of 15) 
similar Petitions were prosented, signed by 133,- 
465 individuals ; that Potititions wore alio pre- 
sented by Municipal Corporations representing 
478,756 pees ;, that Petitions were presente 
by the Legislative Assemblies of Ontario and | 
New Brunswick and by various religious bodies 
all praying for a Probibitory Liquor Law. 


“That Petitions signed by 349,294 persons 
were presented to the Honorable the Senate 
praying for the same. 


“ That a Select Committee to whom the Peti- 
tions Presented to this House were referred, in 
their Report, dated May Sth,1873, said :— 


“** That the traffic in intoxicating Hquors is an 
linmitigated evil-—widespread in its effects 
reaching with more or less virulence every class 
of the community, destroying and blighting with 
its baneful influence the existence of many of 
the most useful and romntalig members of society 
producing untold domestic misery and «loati+ 
tution, and leading to the formation of habits 
alike oppoaetl to the moral and intellectual ad- 
Yancement and prosperity of the country. 

“*That in examining the answers received from 
the Sheriffs, Prison Inspectors, Coroners and | 
Police Magistrates, one hundred and fourteen of | 
whom have voluntarily given evidence, the Com- 
mittee find that four-fifths of the crimes com- 
mitted in the Province of Ontario aro directly or | 
indirectly connec vith the manufacture, sale | 
and consumption of intoxicating liquors. | 


“©The Committee further find, on examining | 
the reports of the Prison Inspectors for the Pro 
vines of Ontario and Quebec, that out of 28,289 
committments to the jails for the three 
years, 21,236 were committed aithtr for deaukert 
ness or {or crimes perpétrated under the inflticnco"} 
of drink."

We have given this short resume of the 
procéédings in this matter to show what 
little faith can be put in some men who 
profess to have'nt heart the passage of a 
Prohibitory Liquor Law, particularly when 
party stands in the way. 

We hesitate not toto say that the course 
pursued by the Ministerial’ party, in the 
House as well as at the late elections, has 
done more to retard the advancement of 
the cause of total prohibition than all the 
liquor dealers in the Dominion, who. need 
give | themselves little trouble | to 
combat temperance lecturers, while 
the Goyernment afte ‘rewdy at all 
times to. sink. their professed. princi- 
ple¥ for the ‘aako of- party. Oh, say 
these gentlemen, what is to be done for 
the revenue which would be lost? Why 
embarrass the Government? Such reason- 
ing is puerile in tho extreme, Surely the 
Ministry that was prepared ,to. enter into a 
Reciprocity “treaty, which, if adopted, 
would have depleted the revenue of the 
countryte the amount of between $4,000,- 
000and $5,000,000Annually, should be pro- 
pated to, provide the waysand meansin cise 
a similar sum was temporarily lost, by 
the stopping of the liquor traffic. 

Those who are honestin this matter will,

IMPORTANT JUDGMENT. 

The following is an important decision 
given in the Court of Queen’s Bench ~at 
Toronto, on the 16th inst., by Mr. Justice 
Wilson, whose conclusions were concurred 
in by Chief Justice Richards and ‘Mr. 
Justice Morrison, on some important Con- 
stitutional questions, under the Confedera- 
tion Act. The Court holds that the Do- 
minion only can license brewers, and that 
the local nuthorities are not allowed to im- 
pose an additional license, as that would 
be an interference with the regulation of 
trade and commerce, which is for the Do- 
minion only. The local authorities can in- 
terfere so far as is necessary for police 
regulations only.

reaching the continent, he was successfully 
priest and bishop;

Pope Colestine, he returned to Ireland to 
preach tho Gospel to its then heathen in- 

abitants. The principal enemies that St. 

‘atrick found to the introduction of Christi? 
anity into Ireland the Druidical 
priests of tho more ancient faith, who, as 
might naturally be supposed, were exceed- 
ingly adyorso to any innovation. Their 
obstinate antagonism was §o great that, in 
spite of his benevolent disposition, he was 
compelled to curse their fertile lands, rivers 
and themselves until they were destroyed. 
The miracles of St. Patrick, as related in 
legends of old were exceedingly astonishing. 
He is commonly stated to have died at 
Saul on tho 17th day of March, 493, in the 
121st year of his age. As the birthplace of 
St. Patrick has been disputed, so has that 
of his burial. But the general evidence in- 
dicates that he was buried at Downpatrick, 
and that the remains of St, Colomb and St. 
Bridget were laid beside him. 

The celebration this morning took place 
under highly favorable circumstances, The 
weather was a little cold, but the!. walking 
was excellent, the frost haying converted 
the slush of yesterday into firm, solid ice ; 
the sun, too, shone out brightly, and the 
aky was bright and clear. A finer day 
could scarcely have beon chosen at this 
season of the year. At 10 o'clock the pro- 
cession, which was of extreme length—one 
of the largest seen in town for years—pro- 
ceeded to St. Michael’s Church, where 
mass was celobrated by Vicar-General Fary 
relly, by way of Front, Bridge and Church 
Streets The order of procession was as 
follows :

Life 
Insurance was more complicated than Fire 
and Marine, and the Government had decided 
not to deal with it in A general manner for the 
present, 

After a brief discussion, the Bill was pass- 
od through Committoo and reported. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Fournier, the House 
went into Committee of the Whole on certain 
resolutions respecting salaries proposed to be 
paid to the Chief \Jastices and Justices men- 
tioned in the Bill to establish a Supreme Court, 

Hon. Mr. Fournrer said he had been in- 
formed from all sides of the Houso that the 
salaries proposed in the Bill were too low, and 
that the Government would on that ground 
havo very great difficulty in the composition 
of the court. He therefore proposed to amend 
the resolutions by by ‘ing thatthe salary of 
the Chief Justice bo $8,000, the puisne judges 
$7,000 each, thus placing them on the same 
footing as the salaries of Ministers of the 
Crown. 

Mr. Scarcnerp did not think the Bill was 
required by the country. 

The resolutions were passed, and the Bill 
came up for a second reading. 

Mr. Patan contended thatthe Courtshould 
be confined to matters of appeal, and have no 
original jurisdiction. The’ Bill would not do 
away with the right of appeal to the Judicial 
Committee of the Privy Council, * The 
Judges, also, should not becompelled to reside 
in Ottawa. 

Mr. Tatchereav opposed the Bill as uncon- 
stitutional. 

Mr. Mrxts considered the Bill opposed to the 
Federal principle, and eontociten that a Su- 
preme Court such as it proposed to establish 
could not deal efficiently with local cases.

My experience has developed somo fac 
in the production of maple syrup or # 
which might, if observed, prove benof 
to somo. Firat of all is cleanliness.

‘Tho sap lost by the overturning of 
buckots, if saved, would soon amount to 
enough to procure what aro called the 
Euroka sap-spouts, with bucket-hangers 
attached, made by ©. C. Post, of Burling- 
ton, Vt., the most complete and norfect 
article fora sap-spout and bucket-hangor 
ever used. My experience with them the 
past threo years hns satisfied mo that; thoir 
oxpense is saved every season by tho in- 
creased flow of sap over any otlter IT cyor 
used, and this is the fact genorally« sorvod 
by all who use them. In my. opinion no 
one article used in the production of maple 
sugar needs any moro pains in cleannoss 
than the sap-spout, which, in gonbral, has 


tho least not, 

For gathering sap, a large tub holding 
threo barrels, made about threo and a half 
feot high, throe feet diameter nt the bottom, 
and two feet four inches at the fp should 
be used, The upper head should have x 
hole cut through large cnough to empty 
into or dip out with a pail. This hole ‘ean 
be cut out after the tub is made, with’ a 
key-hole saw, and should be sawed quite 
beveling. The piece taken out, by fasten 
ing to it a six-inch strip, with screws, to | 
prevent splitting, will make a t ‘cover, | 
and by threo buttons it, is,secured to the 
tub. This tub should be mide front old | 
pine free from sap, hooped with iron, and | 
well painted. Near the bottom a largo 
molasses gato may be fitted for drawing sap 
into pails. This tub firmly fastened upon | 
a short bob-sled, to be drawn by a horse, 
makes a complete gathering rig. 

To make good syrup or sugar, sap should 
be boiled as quickly aspossible afterit leaves 
the treo, as itsoon begins to’ deteriorate. | 
The boiling apparatus, whatever sort is used, | 
should be of sufficient capacity to boil as |

When the ordinary panis used, it 
should have more capacity than those gen- 
erally used. The shape of the arch, as well 
as that of the pan, has, muuch to do with |. 
rapid  \A long arch is better than/a |! 
wide or nearly square one. For 500 trees I 
would make an arch 12 feet long and about 
30 or $2 inches wide, walls 28 inches high. 
The front end should have a good sized iron 
door about 12 by 20 inches, and on a level 
with the bottom of the door grate-bars 
should extend backwards about four feet, 
and should be placed crosswise of the arch. 
‘At this point should be a cross wallas high 
; underthe gratesthere should 


Under the door a hole, sixteen inches wide, 
should be left for draft and for rakmg out 
theashes, No draftshould be left open 
through the door above. The space back 
of the grates to the chimney should be left 
open for air as low down as tho bottdin! bf 
the arch ; never fill in‘with anything. ~ "°° 

An arch so constructed will cause sap 
in the back end of the pan to boil quite as 
rapidly as in the front end. To save fuel 
and heat a damper should always be placed 
at the bottom of the smoke-pipo, or chim 
ney. The length of wood foran arch” kb 
constructed should be about three feet... It 
is economy to haye the arch ina good su- 
gar-house, and for fuel plenty of dry wood! 
in store. Place the sugar-house upon a 
side hill where it isconvenient ; by this ar- 
rangement the sap may be runin a spout 
from the satiactrertals and gave much. dip- 
ping and carying with pails, ~ Heavy. ty 
makes the best gathering-pails. They 
should bo made largest ‘at the bottorh 
and with a three-cighth inch flange to pre- 
vent slipping. 

The practice that some have of stirring 
their sugar to make it appear light colored 
is a very poor one, as it fossa the crystals, 
and makes a fine salyy-grained sugar, when 
if they would use proper fixtures, and be a 
little more particular to have everything 
clean, and convert this sap into sugar 
giticklys they would haye.no cause for tl 

tis more profitable to make syrup than 
sugar.

The School Question at Home, 


(From the St. John (N. B,) Telegeaph.) 


As attempts are made to create the im- 
pression that the New Brunswick Freo 
School Party are moving from the position 
taken for the past five-years~in-opposition 
to Sectarian Schools, it is only proper that 
there should be a clear understanding that 
nothing of the kind is contemplated or in- 
tended. Tho General Election of last year 
decided that the people of this Province 
would oppose to the uttermost all attempts 
to fasten the maintenance of denomina- 
tional schools upon the country, and since 
the opening of the session of the new 
Legislature, the Government has given a 
distinct intimation that it cannot recede 
from the position assumed by the Legisla- 
ture and people and embodied in the Non- 
Sectarian School Act. With the greatest 
desire to do the amplest justice to all 
classes, there is evidently no means of 
working out a Non-Sectarian Act, except 
by loyally carrying out that Act in its true 
spirit, which is justice to all, partiality to 
none. From this position it is impossible 
for the Free School men of this Province 
to depart, except at the cost of surrender- 
ing their arms to Sectarian foes,and throw- 
ing open tho Treasury and the taxing 
power of the Legislature to Soctarian raids 
and uses. There is clearly no middle 
course, and there can be no compromiso 
that will not eventuate in injury to the 
Free School cause. 

While this much is true, it is equally 
true that the desire which has all along pre- 
yailed in the hearts of the great majority 
of the people, the desire to havo the law 
administered with the utmost moderation, 
still prevails.

Welland Canal Enlargement. 


THE MINISTER OF PUBLIC WORKS 
ON THE SITUATION, 
Orrawa, March 17. 

A_ deputation consisting of Messrs. 
L’Oille, 8. Neelon, and Captains Larkin 
and Graham, of St. Catharines ; Messrs. 
Carruthers, Gildersleeve, Foran, Powers, 
and Major Sullivan, of Kingston, and 
Messrs, Thompson, and others, had an in- 
terview with the Hon. Minister of Public 
Works this morning for the purpose of urg- 
ing that, in the improvements of the Wel- 
land Canal, the depth be made fourteen i 
stead of twelve feet, in order to enable 
Canadian shippers to compete advantage- 
ously with Americans. 

Various gentlomen having set forth their 
opinion on the subject, Hon. Mr. Macken- 
zie replied to the deputation. The propos- 
ed enlargement would nocessitate a large 
additional expenditure, and it was a ques- 
tion for the Government of the day to con- 
siderif advantages derived from the proposed 
expenditure would satisfy in every way the 
great bulk of the people. Mr. Oille had 
given the statements of a number of vessel 
owners as what the expenditure necessary 
to make the additional enlargement would 
amountto, but they Jind been given 
entirely at random. Tho members of the 
deputation must be awaro that some $7,- 
000,000 or $8,000,000 had been spent upon

future.

SMALL BUSINESS. 


Cunning, or what passes for such, is 
amongat our neighbors of tho great Repub- 
lic an attribute of tho national character 
which is carefully cultivated. In their re- 
ations with other nations, so much sharp- 
ness of a not very creditablo kind,has been 
exhibited that the entoring into obligations 
of any kind with them has come to be look 
od upon asa very ‘hazardous experiment, 
They oyerreached ‘‘ John Bull” on various 
occasions by the unscrupulous exercise of 
their superior resources in underhanded 
doaling, and it has now transpired that they 
are endeavoring to take advantage of a 
quibble to secure to themselves all the ad- 
vantages of the Treaty of Washington, and 
to doprive us of one of tho few fairly pur- 
chasod compensations which wore to repay 
us for the many privileges accorded to tho 
United States under that Treaty. 

It is provided by Articlo 21 of this Treaty, 
that “ fish oil and fish of all kinds, except 
“fish of the inland lakes and of the rivers 
“falling into them, and except fish preserv- 
edin oil, being the produce of the fish- 
“ ories of the Dominion of Canada, or of 
“Prince Edward Island, or of the United 
“States, shall be admitted into each, coun- 
“try freo of duty.” This; one would think, 
was broad endugh and sufficiently’ compro- 
hensive and explicit to bind both parties to 
a well understood bargain, and to provent 
the possibility of any misunderstanding. 
At least it would have been so held by those 
who had an honest desire to carry out the 
obligations which they had imposed upon 
themselves, and for which they had receiv- 
ed a consideration. No so with the states- 
men of the United States. Thoy saw that 
lobsters boiled and in cans were properly 
admitted into their country freo of duty, 
the British Provinces sendingin their mark- 
ot some 4,223,498 pounds of these fish, of 
the vali of $511,000, which importation 
possibly was adverse to the views Of their 
native fishermen, So, after much cogita- 
tion, some cute Yankee in Congress made 
up his mind that if the fish could not be 
taxed the cans could,and accordingly a duty 
of about 60 per cent has been placed upon 
the packages in which the lobsters are con- 
veyed to market, or 10 per cent on the 
value of fish which the United States under 
a document signed, sealed and delivered, 
had declared should pass free of duty, 
Such a proceeding is worthy of a people 
whose peculiar genius finds scope in the 
manufacture of wooden nutmegs and bass- 
wood hams, and the importation of lead in 
the shape of stataes whem lead was. heavily 
taxed and statues free of duty. It is un- 
worthy of a great people, However, and, 
although the representations of our Goyern- 
ment have so far been disregarded, the 
United States will probably yet be brought 
to comply with the fair interpretation of 
the treaty. There is no saying where this 
sort 6f quibbling may stop, if in this in- 
stance it be carried’out. The next move 
on the part of our “cousins” may be to 
impose a heayy duty on the, barrels in 
which herring and-mackerel are exported, 
which would destroy that trade also, so far 
as their market is concerned, and thus will 
they free themselves from one of the most 
important clauses of their solemn agree- 
ment. .We hope that more just ideas will 
prevail ere long amongst the rulers of the 
United States, and, that “cuteness” being 
for once forgotten, they may for once pay

Our Stove Trade. 


We copy from the Pittsburg | Zron 
World of the 11th inst., the following 
article on the stove trade of the United 
States, which shows to what vast dimen- 
sions this one branch of the iron trade has 


grown in that country, under a system of 
protective duties ; 


“There are in the United States about three 
hundred andefifty-founderies engaged in the 
manufacture of “stoves and furnaces, using 
annually 500,000 tons of iron. Of stoves alone 
it is estimated by Mr. Perry, of Albany, who is 
regarded as the best authority upon this subject 
that the two hundred and seventy-five foundries 
engagod in the business in 1871 produced 2,21 
000 stoves, This, of couse does not include 
heating furnaces. In 1830 the estimated number 
of atoves made in this coufitry was 25,000 ; in 
1840, 100,000 ; in 1850, 375,000’; in 1860, 1,000, 
000 ; in 1870, 2,100,000—valued at $37,600,000, 
The value of heating furnaces annually made in 
the country will amount to $20,000,000, Forty 
years ago the, amount of cast iron ‘used in the 
construction of a house in Boston did not usually 
exceed in value tem dollars, nor in weight 100 
pounds. Now the cost of a heating and cooking 
Spparatus in a first-class house frequently reaches 
$3,000 andin weight of material several ton® 
And if you build a country house costing 6,000 
or $8,000, the stove dealer's bill will often 
aa to from pede PUD ioe what is deem- 
ed only necess: eating and cooking apparatus.

Michigan Lumber Crop Prospects 
for 1875, 


Tho atastistica of tho Saginaw lumber 
districts of Michigan are being complied, 
and will soon be ready for publication 
Those figures and attendant facts have 
enabled a fairly correct estimate to bo 
mado of the prospects of the coming season 
Theso, the Zimes, of Chicago, has taken 


Pa to collect on the ground, and the 
ollowing showing is made, namoly : that 
fully as many, if not more, logs will be 


wintored the prosent season than last, and 
the quantity is said to be superior, as much 
of last yoar's stock was of pine from tho 
districts burned over the year before, dur 
ing the groat forest fires ome districts 
will cut more, and others less, while there 
a largo numbor of logs in booms, and con 
siderable aboyo boom limits, which only a 
freshit can bring down. Tho general sum- 
mary given shows tho number of logs win 
tered during 1874-75 in the territory em- 
braced in the Saginaw Valley proper, “the 
Shore” and interior mills, whose product 
is shipped via Saginaw, to be 843,100,000 
feet. In 1873 those districts manufactured 
exclusive ofla.h and shingles, 938,960,286 
foot. A large portion of Eastorn Michigan 
is not included in the above estimate, for 
the reason that no reliable returns have 
boen received from those districts. Largo 
uantities of logs are lumbered in Genesco, 
poor, St. Olair, Huron, Sanalac and 
Tuscola counties. Statistica for 1873 show 
that threo counties in that year manufac-

A bird so very remarkable for its powers | 
of speoch was about to be described, that it |

THH BONUS BY-LAW. 


The By-law proposing to grant a bonus 
to the Belleville and North Hastings Rail- 
way Company and to aid tho erection of 
Smelting works in this town, was again be- 
fore the Council last night. On the ques- 
tion of granting aid to the schome there 
was an almost unanimous feeling, only ono 
member expressing himself as being oppos- 
ed togiving a bonus. On the point as to 
the amount to be granted, there was a dif- 
ference of opinion, however, and it was 
urged also that further consideration of the 
matter be deferred for two weeks, in order 
that time for fuller consideration might 
be afforded, anda clause introduced pro- 
viding for security being given that the |

These considerations prevailed, and the 
By-law was laid over accordingly. 

This action cannot but be productive of 
a good effect, as we are convinced that the 
more the matter is looked into, the 
fully will it become apparent that it is for 
the interest of the town and of its inhabit- 
itants to liberally aid this onterprise. And 
further, it is the desige of the Council, as 
it is in fact their duty, to see that the in- 
terests of the Town are duly protected in 
so important a matter.

A LIBEL SUIT AGAINST A PASTOR. 


A Judge's Op 


Sr. Louts, March 23,—It has been discov- 
ered that seygn por cent. coupon bonds with 
all the coupons attached, to the amount of 
$1,918,000 -have been abstracted from tho 
State Treasury, and are probably in circula- 
tion. These bonds were originally issuéd in 
aid of various railroad enterprises, but were 
exchanged for 6 per cont bonds, and remained 
in the Treasurer’s safe without cancellation. 
Wiiainoton, Del,, March 23.—An exami- 
nation of tho rails where the accident oc- 
curred tothe New York express on the Phila- 
delphia, Wilmington & Baltimore Railway on 
Friday evening, strengthens.the supicion that 
the track had been tampered with. 

Menmrnts, Tenn., March 23.—Judge Em- 
mons, in the U. S. Court, delivered an 
Jaborate and exhaustive charge to the Grand 
Jury, in reference to Civil Rights. He said : 
“You ask whether it is a crime for which you 
have the right to find an enactment that the 
negro has been denied full and equal enjoy- 
ment of the accommodations, advantages, 
facilities and privileges of the theatres and 
the institutions of the State. Such s denial 
is not an offence over which Congress can give 
this court jurisdiction. These are matters 
which the State Government alone control. 
Parties who think themselves aggrieved can 
bring thoir civil action in this court at once. 
Any decision we may then make can be re- 
viewed by the supreme court.” He reviews 
the thirteenth amendment and declares thatit 
polished slavery, and did no more. He also 
reviews the fourteenth amendment, and says 
the clauves forbiding States to deprive any 
person of life, liberty or property without due 
process of Law, orto deny to aby person 
equal protection of the Laws, have no appli- 
cation to this subject; they are intended solely 
to prevent the arbitrary transfer of property 
from citizen to citizen, without legal adjudi- 
cation or process, and to prevent the establish- 
ment of tribunals for one class of persons 
varying from those which determine the righta 
of all, these inhibitions too beyond contro- 
vorsy are aimed at the action of States only, 
and have no reference to individuals.

Hon. Mr. Turrern said it was inconvenient 
that amendments of such great importance 
should be made in Committee. If he under- 
stood this clause, it would subjecta man, who 
had been once put upon his trial and a¢quit- 
ted, to having the whole matter gone over 
again, provided he run for election ata future 
period and it was adopting a principle in re- 
ation to elections that did not exist in rela- 
tion to anything else, 


Hon. J. H. Cameron said instead of hedg- 
ing the Controverted Eleations Act so that a 
candidate should have inore difficulties than 
at present, it was actually intended to relieve 
him of the doubts and difficulties in which he 
was now placed ; while it was making clear, 
what everybody desired should be made clear 
in the minds of all, that if a man or his agent 
had been guilty of personal bribery, he would 
not escape fromit ; but that if an election 
had been set aside for the acts of an agent, of 
which the member had nota particle of know- 
ledge, he should not be liable to have tho case 
tried over again, should he become a candi- 
date for a second election. 

Mr. McDovaat. (Renfrew) said it appear- 
ed to him to be altogether a matter of costa, 
and it was a great hardship if a person who 
had been tried once and acquitted should be 
tried a second time and made pay the costs, 
but person might on the second investiga- 
tion, succeed.in proving a personal charge.

Mr. Bowst said the hon. member forSouth 
Bruce had the reputation of .being the first to 
suggest throwing up the sponge aa a means of 
getting out of the difficulty of a thorough in- 
vestigation, and would therefore be equally 
well able to frame such a clause. 

Hon. Mr. Brake denied being the first to 
make such a suggestion. It would be utterly 
impossible by any process of law to arrange

Wo have frequently been asked to furn- 


ish statistical information concerning the 
vise and progress of tho capital of the Prairie 


oaaily accessible,and not until quite recent 
ly did it como into our posscasion. The 
publication of a pamphlet, entitled “ Win- 
nipeg as it is in 1874,and as it wos in 1860," 
by Mr. Geo. B. Elliott, furnishes a furid of 
such knowledge, a few oxtracts from which 
we present herewith, Tho pamphlet is very 
cleverly written, and contains a graphic 
doscription of the city, the most prominent 
buildings within its limits, and the objects 
of intorest in the neighborhood. Tha fol- 
lowing pen-picture of the approaches to tho 
city will be read with interest: 


Tn coming fnto sight of Winnipeg the stranger, 
if he enters from the east or St. Boniface side, is 
struck with the number of buildings which are to 
be seen for a long distance off—north, sout it 
and west, Tho pect is that.of n great plain 
a’ far ay the eye cam seo, With houses at inter- 
vals, making-a veritable city of magnificent dis- 
tances. If the approach is from the direction wo 
have already indicated, and from a central point 
on. the St;,Boniface side of, tho river, the first 
object that Invites attention is Fort Garry, with 
its curiously made bastions, and its closed walls 
of oak nnd stone very much worn looking, offering 
but slight protection against rifles and howitzors, 
bombs and other convincing projectiles. As w 
approach nearer the river we believe that our 
driver intends to drive full tilt into the reddish 
muddy waters of the atream “* that rans nort 
but we soon discover that he has unearthed a 
curious looking contrivance, half wharf, one- 
third scow, and the remainder raft. Tiiis ma- 
chine, we are informed, ia the Sy tant and St. 
Boniface Ferry. It has » capacity for carrying 
two teams mad twenty or thirty passengers at 
each trip, and its mode of propulaion is according 
to the ancient law of the “utilization of our 
renta.” A wire rope is atretched across the river 
and the ‘scow” is fastened to. this by means of 
ropes and moveable wheela. It is controlled by 
two hands—one fore and the other aft. When 
the men want to cross they push into the current 
and the ropes and movablo wheels do the rest, a3 
the motion is directed in a straight line between 
thé opposing forces, and the nondescript reaches 
the wharf opposite to that from which she start: 
without any apparent effort. A bridge is con- 
templated—one in addition to that for which an 
appropriation has already been made by the Do- 
minion Government.

The writer then goes on to define the 
boundaries of the city, which contains an 
area of 2,000 acres, or 3 square miles. He 
then describes the celebrated Fort Garry in 
the following manner : 


“Not afew have become familiar with the 
name; and, indeed, the troubles of " 

brought the harmless old stockade into unenyi- 
able notoriety, But the Fort of to-day is far 
different from what it wasinformertimes. Now 
it is hoary and venerable looking; some of the 
old walls, have been replaced with oak timber, 
which is not very recent either, and the bastions 
or towers look as if they seriously conte piatay 
falling over, or tumbling into*pieces from old age, 
Within the énolosure, in dimensions about three 
sores, there are _shoubadddabon eBay none, 
Chey are variously occupied as stores and dwel- 
lings by the Coenany, and its employees, In 
the contre as of old is the former residence of the 
Hudson's Bay Cospeny, now occupied by Lien- 
tenant-Governor Morris and family. A sentry 
of the Canadian Light Infantry paces up and 
down in front of the main entrance. The whole 
place is replete with historical interest, of which 
Be Hetsant tragedy is the last but not the 
least, 


He then proceeds to describe the most 
prominent of the public and private edifices, 
some of which would do credit to any city 
in the country, amongst which is the 
“Roberts House,” kept by Mr. R. H. 
Cronn, who will be remembered as former- 
ly having been proprietor of the ‘Club 
House” in’ this town. Amongst other 
valuable information given, the following 
enumeration of the trades, manufactures, 
ote., of the city is of interest ;

“) Giant Trees in California. 


‘[Froui the Alta California.) 

It has been supposed that the Sierra 
soquoias, or big trees of California, wore 
confined to a few small and isolated groves 
like those known to tourists by the name | 
of Calaveras, Tuolumne, Merced, and 
scattered at considerablo intervals along 
« the slope of the mountains for agdlistance of 
sixty miles’ twas known that a collection 
of big trees, larger than any of those in the 
Mariposa and Calaveras regions exists in 
Fresno county, where Thomas's mill has} 
for several years been sawing this red wood 
ofthe Seirra to supply the market of 
Visalia, but it was discovered last summer

properly a grove, but a forest extending for 

not less than seventy miles in a northwest 

and southwestward direction, with a 

width in some places to ten miles, and in- 
terrupted only by the deep canons which 
cut across the general course of the forest, 
and reduced the level to an elevation below 
that at which the tree is found in a wild 
condition, although when cultivated ‘it 
thrives in all our valleys. 
Different persons have traced the forest 
* from the basin of the Tule River, in lat- 
itude 36 deg. 20 min., across those of the 
Kaweah and Kings to that of San the Joa/ 
quin. The elevation has not been cs 
fully measured, but is supposed to vary 
from four thousand to six thousand feet. 
At one point, and one only, this forest is 
accessible by a waggon road, and this is at 
Thomas's Mill, forty eight miles from Vis- 
alia. Unlike the groves further north, this 
forest consists mainly, and in some places 
almost exclusively, of the big trees, and 
there are also a multitude of small ones in 
all the ages of growth, some just sprouting, 
and other saplings only twoorthree through. 
The largest standing tree as yet measured is 
forty feet in diameter : acharred stump— 
the tree itself having disappeared— 
measures forty-one feet across. A tree 
twenty-four feet in diameter four feetabove 
the ground, is precisely the same thickness 
sixty feet higher. “A fallen trunk is hol- 
low throughout, and the hole is large 
enough to drive a horse and buggy seventy- 
two feet in it as in a tunnel. 

This forest is so extensive, the timber is 
so abundant and excellent in quantity, and 
the demand for it is so great in the baro 
valley at the foot of the mountain, that it

Tho number of children attending the 
Public Schools of Ontario during the year 
1874, togother with the number of teach- 
ers, schools, paid, religion of teachers, Kc. , 
may be learned from the following figures,

The number of children between the ages 
of five and sixteen, as reported to the ed- 
ucational department, was 504,969; tho 
number of these attending school was 439,- 
466 ; the number of scholars of other ages 
attending school, was 21,518 ; total atten- 
ding school, 469,984; of these 242,615 
were boys, and 218,369 girls. 
There are reported 4,732 schools in the 
Province taught by 6,642 teachers, of 
whom 2,581 are males, and 3,061 females. 
It appears that the number of male teach- 
ers employed has decreased 45, though the 
total increase in the number of feachers 
has been by no leas than 166, giving an in- 
crease to the number of females employed 
of211. Thisisa convincing proof, that 
female labor is prorerly appreciated in this 
vocation, and there is no doubtthat they 
are the most successful unless in the more 
adyanced classes of boys. These teachers 
are classified as respects their religion in 
the following manner :—Ohurch of England, 
930 ; Churchof Rome, 676 ; Presbyterians, 
1,706 ; Methodists, 1,725 ; Baptists, 325 ;

In the Commons, the following Bills were 
introduced and read a first time :— 

Hon. Mr. CartwrioHt—in the absence of 
the Minister of Marine and Fisheries—Bill to 
amend the Fisheries Act. 

Hon. Mr. Fournrer—Bill to amend the 
Act. respecting larceny and other similar 
offenc

On motion of the Hon. Mr, Cartwriout, 
| the House went into Committee of the Whole 
}on the resolution declaring it expedient to 
repeal the export daty on stave bolts and oak 
logs. 

The motion was carried, and some debate 
took place on the matter in Committee, 

Mr, PALMER moved an amendment to the 
resolution, to the effect that spruce logs be 
included’in the resolution. 


Mr. Soniye thought the duty on all sorts 
of timber should be abolished, and that there 
should not be any discrimination in favor of 
those interested in any particular branch of 
the timber trade, 

Mr. Bowrtt believed the effect of remov- 
ing the duty would be to throw the manufac- 
ture of that particular description of our raw 
material, to which the resolution referred, 
into the hands of the United States, as had 
been the result in asimilar case on a previous 
occasion. He believed in protecting our na- 
tive industries. He asked the hon. member 
for Ottawa how he would like the duty taken 
off saw-logs. ‘The hon, gentleman shook his 
head, which he (Mr. Bowell) supposed meant 
that he would not like it, | 

Mr. Mrreevt thought the Finance Minis- 
ter should give some better reason for remoy- 
ing the duty from oak, and not off other 
descriptions of timber than that the gentlemen 
of Ottawa Valley desired it. 


Mr. Cargtwricur said it had been proved 
that a great wrong had resulted from the duty 
on those two articles, stave bolts and oak 
logs, and the Goyernment thought it was suf- 
ficient to justify a repeal of that duty. 


Mr, Wurre (Hastings) thought the Govern- 
ment had a right to state the amount of duty 
which was annually derived from this export, 
and the sections in which it was paid. 

After some further debatd the amendment 
was declared lost on a division, 

The Committee then rose, and reported the 
| resolutions. 

Mr. Mackenzi® introduced a Bill te amend 
the general Act respecting railways. The 
object of the Bill was to apply certain provi- 
aions which it contained respecting the appro- 
priation of unused lands which had been 
granted to railway companies as bonuses.

The Agricultural Interests. 


Some facts stated’ by Dr. Orton, the 
member for Centre Wellington, in a 
speech which liemade in the Houso of 
Commons a fow days ago, aro worthy of 
the most serious consideration, Iny asking 
the Government for a Committee on the 
Agricultural interests of the country simi- 
lar to that appointed last year, he pointed 
out that two-thirds of ,the population of 
the Dominion were producers of farm pro- 
duce, and that whatever benefits that class 
of the community is neccessarily tothe in- 
terests of the whole population. The ex- 
ports from Canada to the United States of | 
farm produce with the duty paid thereon} 
amounted in all to $12,980,670 in 1870,but 
the trade relations between the two coun- 
tries were far from satisfactory, and he 
thought the Government should institute 
some national policy which would. protect 
the Canadian farmers’ home markets and 
give them the preference there, as under 
existing circumstances they had to com- 
pete with imported produce. He said the | 
farmers of the United States were getting 
fifteen cents more for their barley and | 
30 cents more for their wheat than were | 
the farmers of Canada, and it was no | 
wonder, therefore, that farmers were 
leaving Canada and going to the States, 
where theif interests were so much better 
protected than in this country. These 
facts ought to haye weight with the Gov- 
ernment, in inducing them to give our 
farmers some protection ; but wedded to 
their free trade theorios, they “‘pooh-pooh”’ | 
the idea that any attempt shall be made 


| to equalize the condition of affairs between 


our farmers and those of the United States 
by imposing duties on produce imported 
from that country into the Dominion. So 
with the tea duties, and, other matters.

Liéut. Payer, of the Austro-Hungarian 
Arctic expedition, now contemplates under- 
taking it from the east coast, with a view 
of solving the physical and geographical 
problems which can probably be determin- 
ed by a journey over this vast mass of con- 
tinental ice. , 

The fever-destroying properties of the 
Australian blue gum tree are vouched for 
by a correspondent of the Ceylon Times, 
who relates his experiments in Victoria and 
New Zealand, strongly tendering to show 
that the sahitary influences attributed to 
this beautiful tree have mot been ovor eati- 
mated. In Australia he lived in a district 


and during a residénce of many years there 
he was attacked but once by malarial fever, 
‘This was in a season of remarkablo drought 
which completely stripped the trees of 
their leaves, and of course the “usual ex- 
halations from ‘the leaves ceased. It is 
well known, says the writer; that the blue 
gum trees shed their bark and not their 
leaves, so that the prevalence of fever i 
the district when the trees were thus ren- 
dered leafless, and at no other time, was 
naturally attributed to the cessation of the 
exhalations which the leaves ordinarily 
give forth. Foyer has also disappeared 
from the New Zealand gold-fields, where 
these trees have been planted as protection 
against the wind, being chosen for that 
purpose on account of their rapid growth. 
‘Trees three years old are from thirty to 
forty fect high. 

Anew explosive compound, possessing 
some remarkablo properties, and Known as 
cotton gunpowder, has recently been per- 
fected in England, and was the subject of 
an interesting series of experimentanot long 
since, conducted in the presence of a num- 
ber of visitors, at the manufactory near 
Feversham. Yt is a fine cream-colored pow- 
der, made by treating puyanreds fibrous 
cotton with sulphuric and nitric acids, and 
other chemical ingredients, the nature of 
which is not stated. The harmilessness of 
this explosive, except when fired with spec- 
ial detonators, was demonstrated by bum- 
ing it upon the palm of the hand without 
report or injury, and by placing two barrels 
of it, containing forty pounds each, in the 
ing bontires,where they quiet- 
ly without explosion, To 
show its adaptability to railway carriages 
and concussions, a pile-driver weighing a 
half a ton was allowed to fall fifteen feet 
upon a box of the powder, which was not 
although pretty thoroughly scat- 
tered by the impact.

© In order to give the public all thetiffor 

mation in pur ‘possession. concerning the 

proposed granting 
villo'and North Hastings Railway Company, 
to aid in the construction of their line of

of a bonus toA. Pardea and H, C. Lloyd, 
for the erection of an iron smelting furnace 
in Belloville, we herewith give a synopsis 
of the provisions of the By-law which was 
read in the Town Council on tle night of 
the 22nd.

“granted. The debentures to be for $500 
each, and to be issued by the Mayor from 
time to time, asrequired. The debentures 
to bear interdat at 7 per cont per annum, 
and tornun for twenty years, and to be 
taken by the Railway Company and by 
Pardee and Lloyd at par. 

Tho debentures, so soon as issued, to be 
paid over to the Trustees on behalf of the 
Company, and to Robert Thomson, Esq, 
Manager of the Merchants Bank, on behalf 
of Messrs. Pardee and Lloyd, to be deliy- 
ered over, so soon ag the following condi- 
tions are complied with :

THE SENATE. 


It‘appears that Mr, Mills’ proposed plan 
for changing the constitution of the Senate 
does not meet with such a hearty approval

On the 
other hand, even Mr, Cauchon has left the 
Upper House for the busier stage of the Lower, 
although he had enjoyed the dignity. and emolu- 
ments of the Speakership. Again, itis next to 
certain that many of the best men in tho present 
House, or men of their class, would pot be re- 
turned to the Senate by ‘the ‘Provincial Asem. 
blies or by » popular yote in any shape. if 
we are to haye a reformed and improved Upper 
House, it is plain that the boon must be conferred 
by othor hands than thosé of the ‘hon. member 
for Bothwell.” 


A HYPOCRITICAL HOUSE. 


The temperance question, which has been 
sported with by Grit politicians, seems 
likely to breed trouble amongst the adher- 
ents of that party in the Ontario Legisla- 
ture, Whilst they were not in a position, 
as they considered, to legislate upon this 
important’ matter) they were very warm 
adherents of the temperance cause, and 
petitioned the Dominion Parliament to 
abolishthetraffic.

HEAVY DAMAGES. 


SUDDEN DEATH OF A GAOLER: 


Arrest of a Supposed Murderer, 


Sr. Paut, Minn., March 30,—On Sunday 
morning, the house of a farmer named Colson, 
at Parker's Prairio on the Northern Pacific 
Railroad, took fire from the explosion of a 
kerosone lamp. The flames communicated to 
tho night clothes of the father, mother and 
five children, family were all badly 
burned.

The, entire distance from Mexicota¥era Oruz 
in Oly ‘about 260 miles, but the cost of con- 
struction is said to have been over$40,000,000. 
These figures look large ata distance, but thoy 
do not surprise one so much after hie has pasa- 
ed over the line, His surprise then is that the 
work has been hecomplished at any cost! 

Commencing at the levelrof the sea, this line 
runs into the heart of the Cordillerag up to a 
height of over 7,000 fect, and then gradually 
descends again ‘into tho basin of the» great 
Mexican plateau. Along its route'the trayol- 
ler oxperiences every variety of climate, from 
the burning plains of the tropic zone up to the 
rare, chilly atmosphere close to the snow. line, 
So rapid is the rise and fallin some places 
that the vegetations of the different zones melt 
into each other with startling effect, and be- | 
forothe bewildered eye can satisfy itself in 
one place a lineis crossed and a new world 
begins. The heaviest grades on this route are 
on the eastern slope of the mountains. From a 
point of 46 miles below Boca del-Monto, the 
summit station, there is a rise of 4,500 feet 
From Maltrita, 13 miles below the same sta- 
tion, tho rise is 8,600 ft.
